GTVAT HAIM. - The Israel De- 
fence Forces’ fighting might has nev- 
er been cut back as much as it has 
now, when both the regular army 
and the armour have been cut, 
according to Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin. 

- Rabin was addressing the first 
conference of the United Kibbutz 
Movement to be held following uni- 
fication of the two constituent move- 
ments. 

■ Rabin warned . that any further 
trimming of the defence budget 
would bring the stock of ammunition 
held by the IDF to the level it had 
been at prior to the 1973 Yom Kip- 
pur War. 

Referring to the need for. dismis- 
sals, Rabin said, "‘No minister ba y 
taken such a defence risk. I shall 
become the big ‘dismisser’ of Israel. 
We shall have to fire between 7,000- 
and 11,000 people in the defence 
establishment and the civilian- 
staffed production units.” 

The defence minister said that no 
one had ever succeeded in foretell- 
ing when war would break out. He 
himself had erred before the Six Day 
War when he had told the cabinet in 
March -1967, just three months be- 
fore the war, that hostilities were 
unlikely because Egypt was occu- 
pied with Yemen. 

But, he said, developments occur- 
red far fester than the time needed to 
be prepared for every eventuality. 

Rabin's words were echoed by 


Premier Peres during an interview 

with Israel Radio yesterday. 

Peres was asked by the interview- 
er if the failure to cut the defence 
budget more significantly had been 
influenced by the reported animosity . 
betweeen him and Rabin. Saying 
that he and Rabin worked well 
together, he said deep, cuts in the 
defence budget would hurt the coun- 
try’s security. 

“If you were given a choice be-, 
tween losing 10 per cent of your 
salary or the country losing its de- 
fence foundation, what would you 
choose? I can teU you, after many 
years experience in defence, that 
cuts in training and personnel, and 
the dismissal of 400 workers from tbe. 
weapons reasearch and develop- 
ment organization Rafael, disturb 
me very much,” Peres said. 

But economics professor Haim 
Ben-Sbahar disagreed. He told the 
radio that the defence budget must 
be cut significantly if tbe new econo- 
mic programme was to succeed; 
Ben- Shahar said the economic prog- 
ramme was the most serious submit- 
ted by any government since that 
introduced right after the Yom Kip- 
par war. But its Achilles heel is that 
■the state budget has not been cut 
enotigh and that the defence budget 
has been cut hardly at all. 

Asked if he did not; fear that a 
deep cut in the defence budget 
would endanger security, Ben- 
Shahar replied that the only real 
security is a strong economy. 


New mass SLA defection 
reported in S. Lebanon.

Shooting discovered that the post 
was empty and assumed that the 
• garrison had defected to Amal, it 
was reported. : 

Lebanon state radio yesterday 
quoted the post's commander Ali 
Koteisb as saying that he had been 


forced to join the SLA. 

The IDF sources in the north said 
that incidents involving tbe SLA are 
“an interna] affair of the SLA, which 
the IDF won’t relate to.” 

The sources denied that the IDF 
was involved in the Friday firelight 
at the Kantara position. - 

.AP from Beirut reported that 
yesterday SLA units fined mortars 
and machineguns at the South 
Lebanese village of Yater. 

The Unifil spokesman said the 
SLA position on Haqbal Hill north- 
east of Yater lobbed 13 shells “and 
fired plenty of machinegun rounds” 
into the village at dawn. 

He said the SLA opened up after 
the hilltop was hit by rocket- 
propelled grenades and machinegun 
fire soon after midnight. 

Yesterday, two other attempts 
were made to attack the SLA in tee' 
security zone. The attackers used 
mortars, rocket-propelled grenades 
and automatic weapons.

U.S. urges its citizens to 
leave Lebanon at once

WASHINGTON - The Reagan 
Administration has urged all Amer- 
ican citizens to leave Lebanon aS 
soon as possible. 

In a travel advisory issued on 
Friday, the U.S. also cautioned 
Americans against visiting Lebanon. 

“We continue to believe teat the 
threat to Americans in Beirut re- 
mains very high, and that no ore 
should consider himself or herself 
immune to teat threat,” a State 
Department spokesman told repor- 
ters. “As we have said before, we 
believe that Americans should avoid 
travel to Lebanon and that Amer- 
icans in Beirut should take advan- 
tage of opportunities to leave. The 
travel advisory tor Lebanon remains 
in effect and applies to everyone." 

Similar warnings by the State 
Department have been issued sever- 
al times over the past three years. 
But Friday's announcement, coming 
in the aftermath of tee TWA hijack- 
ing, was seen as significant because 
of tee continuing debate within tee 
U.S. government on a proper re- 
sponse. 

U.S. officials are known to fear 
that tee many American journalists 
and others still in Lebanon could 
easily be kidnapped, or killed by 
extremists. Seven Americans are 
being held in captivity somewhere in 
Lebanon , presumably by Shi’ite fun- 
damentalists. (See story below.) 

Hie fear of possible retaliation 
against Americans in Lebanon has 
often been cited as a restraining 
factor in the administration's deli- 
berations over a direct military strike 
against Shi’ite targets in Lebanon. 

Most American journalists had 
been withdrawn from Lebanon in 
tee months before tee TWA hijack- 
ing. But scores returned during the 
crisis, and many of them have re- 
mained since tee 39 hostages were 
freed last Sunday. The administra- 
tion would like to see teem leave as 
quickly as possible. 

Since tbe release of tee 39 Amer- 
icans, President Reagan has ordered 
that Beirut Airport be isolated - a 
derision which has resulted in a 
sharp outcry in Lebanon and else- 
where in the Arab world. 

■ Several Arab ambassadors in 
Washington went to tee State De- 
partment on Friday to protest the 
order. They met with Assistant 
Secretary of State for Near Eastern 
and South Asian Affairs Richard 
Murphy. •• 

But the administration has re- 
mained firm in its stance that Beirut 
Airport is a danger to international 
travel. Secretary of State George 
Shultz has repeatedly pointed but 
that some 15 per cent of all hijack- . 
ings in recent years have involved 
Beirut Airport.

McFarlane expected that “we could 
work together” now to find tee 
seven other Americans. “He is in a 
position to influence their release.*' 

Privately, U.S. officials say teat 
tee seven Americans could be freed 
quickly if Syria derided to lean on 
those elements in Lebanon holding 
them. 

“Syria has obviously demons- 
trated its influence in Lebanon, and 
it does have an important role teat it 
can play in the security situation," 
said tee State Department spokes- 
man. “And let me leave it at that." 

Asked whether Iran was playing a 
helpful behind-the-scenes role, as 
both The Washington Post and The 
New York Tunes have reported in 
recent days, he replied: “No, we 
have no evidence of any positive role 
having been played by tbe Iranians.” 

He repeated that the U.S. is doing 
“everything possible” to win the 
release of the seven Americans.

Last bid today to avert 
major regional strikes

TEL AVIV. - Work throughout 
the country will be disrupted by 
selective strikes from early this 
week, unless the government 
abandons its plans to erode 
wages and dismiss workers by 
means of emergency decrees. 

Intensive contacts between the 
government and the Histadrut 
on the weekend apparently . 
failed to settle the differences 
between the two sides over the 
economic recovery plan adopted 
last week. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar last night denied reports 
that be had held secret meetings with 
Prime Minister Peres. According to 
the reports, the two held a meeting 
at Labour Party headquarters here 
late Thursday night. 

Militant trade union and works 
committee leaders have sa»d that 
today is tee final opportunity for tee 
government and the Histadrut to 
reach a -compromise before the 
strikes begin. 

The Histadrut ’s strike committee 
derided on Friday, in a meeting 
attended by tee beads of 45 national 
trade unions, that workers in a diffe- 
rent geographical region will be cal- 
led out on strike each day. All work 
in the region will be struck and 
workers will demonstrate outside 
the government offices in Jerusalem. 

The Histadrut central committee 
is to meet this morning, and is ex- 
pected to approve the industrial- 
action programme drawn up by the 
strike committee. Trade Union De- 
partment chairman Haim Haberfeid 
will meet before that with works 
committee beads from around the 


Kupat Holim strike 
averted by promise

The strike of the entire Kupat 
Holim Clalit health fund teat was 
scheduled for today was called off 
last night by the doctors' and work- 
ers’ representatives following a 
promise by the Kupat Holim man- 
agement to pay the remainder of 
their salaries today.

WZO official: Stop 
new settlements

World Zionist Organization set- 
tlement head Nissim Zvilli has asked 
Premier Peres and Vice Premier 
Shamir to waive tee clause in the 
coalition agreement teat calls for the 
establishment of six settlements in 
tee administered territories at a cost 
of more than S10 million. 

Zvilli. who put his request in a 
letter to Peres and Shamir on Friday, 
said that the estabishment of tee 
scheduled settlements would harm 
existing settlements.

Two held after arms cache 
found in W. Bank settlement

Two men were in custody by last 
night and more arrests are possible' 
following tee discovery Friday of a 
cache of stolen IDF arms and mater- 
iel in a West Bank Jewish settle- 
ment. 

Thirty-year-old Moshe Wertheim, 
tbe security officer at Moshav Elazar 
south of Bethlehem and a Kach 
activist, was being held by the Beth- 
lehem area police. A soldier whose 
identity has not yet been released 
was placed under military arrest. 

The arrests came as a result of a 
tip-off from the director of the re- 
gional yeshiva at nearby Efrat. one 
of tee settlements that was most 
vocal in its opposition to the Jewish 
underground at tee time of its arrest 
last year. 


Wertheim, who was Temanded by 
a Jerusalem magistrate on Friday for 
10 days in police custody, is sus- 
pected of stockpiling the stolen 
weapons in the religious moshav’s 
arms depot. 

Among tee materiel found were 
grenades, flare pistols, detonators, 
mines and mortars. The soldier is 
suspected of providing Wertheim 
with stolen weapons. 

“More arrests are possible, de- 
pending on what we leant from the 
questioning," said a senior police 
source involved in the inquiry. 

The source confirmed that a large 
quantity of Kach literature, includ- 
ing posters calling for the eviction of 
Arabs from the West Bank, was 
found in Wertheim ’s possession. 

A '^Bethlehem investigator told 
The Jerusalem Post that the stockpile 
found was “substantial." 


Nine die in road accidents 


Nine people died on the roads in 
the past week, including three 
pedestrians. 

The toll during tee week ending 
Friday was eight dead and 63 
seriously injured in 60 major road 
accidents throughout the country. 

Yesterday, a 24-year-old pedes- 
trian was killed while crossing the 
Haife-Acre Road near tee Vulcan 
junction. The driver of tee car which 
struck him was detained for ques- 
tioning. 

On Friday night, a mother, her 
infant and an elderly woman were 
injured in a hit-and-run accident at 


the La Guardia-Derecb Hanitzahon 
junction in Tel Aviv’s Yad Eliahu 
quarter. The three were struck by a 
pick-up truck while crossing the 
road, not at a pedestrian crossing, at 
about 8 p.m. Police are looking for 
the driver of the pick-up. who failed 
to stop. 

Ten people were hurt in two se- 
rious aridents in the Negev on Fri- 
day. Four were hurt, two seriously, 
when a car overturned on the Tel 
Aviv-Beersheba road. Six were hurt, 
one seriously, when a car collided 
with an army vehicle at the Dimona- 
Eilat junction. 


Peres: ‘Who is a Jew’ summit

Prime Minister Peres last night 
urged rabbis to initiate a “summit 
meeting" to find a solution to the 
‘Who is a Jew’ problem. 

Speaking before the 50th 
anniversary convention of the Rab- 
binical Council of America, Peres 
said a solution to the Law of Return 
problem must be found so that tee 
controversy does not repeat itself 
year after year. 

Orthodox MKs favour altering the 
law so teat a Jew would be defined as 
one born to a Jewish mother or who 
was convertd according to Halacha 


(Religious Law). This amendment 
wuld deny recognition of conver- 
sions carried out by Reform or Con- 
servative rabbis. 

Peres did not mention whether the 
Orthodox members of tee RCA 
should Sit alone or with Conservative 
and Reform rabbis. 

He also urged rabbis to deal not 
only with religious issues but to pro- 
vide spiritual guidance, promote 
Jewish values of tolerance and mod- 
eration. and oppose violence and 
chauvinism. 

The conference continues at the 
Jerusalem Laromme hotel. 


Crucial UK poll won by centrists 


LONDON (Reuter). - Britain's rul- 
ing Conservative party was pushed 
into a humiliating third place Friday 
in a by-election teat gave victory to 
the candidate of the centrist Liberal- 
Social Democratic party (SDP) 
alliance. 

Winning candidate. Richard Uv- 
sey said immediately after the reult: 
“I believe this is tee end of tee prime 
minister’s mandate, tee end of 
Thatcherism.” 

Livsey polled 13,753 votes in tee 
rural mid-Wales constirutency of 


Brecon and Radnor, just 559 votes 
ahead of tbe candidate of the main 
opposition Labour Party . 

The result of Friday's voting was 
delayed for almost an hour yesterday 
when Labour won a demand for a 
recount. Widely divergent opinion 
polls bad generally given a slight 
edge to the Labour candidate.

A fire alarm installed in the pre- 
mises woke members of the sect 
living there, and they alerted the fire 
brigade. The fire was put out before 
much damage was caused. Police are 
investigating. 

There have been demonstrations 
recently against the sect by people 
who charge it with missionary activ- 
ity.

GENEVA (AP). - Seven UN offi- 
cials are being held in Israeli jails, a 
UN personnel official said here on

wide, be said. The others are being 
held in Afghanistan (5), Syria (3), 
Ethiopia (2), Guinea (1) and Ugan- 
da (1). 

The spokesman announced that 
two UN officials illegally jailed in 
Ethiopia for the past six years had 
been released. The two, both Ethio- 
pian women, were released on June 
27, he said. Two other UN officials 
are still being held in Ethiopia, he 
said.

Hussein: U.S. may meet 
Jordan-PLO team soon 

AMMAN (AP). - King Hussein said 
Thursday he expects U.S. repre- 
sentatives will meet soon with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation on 
resolving strife in the Middle East. 

Hussein, who met with President 
Reagan five weeks ago, said assis- 
tant U.S. Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy was expected to visit Jordan 
soon, though no date has been set. 

"If there is a joint (Jordanian- 
Palestinian) delegation, they will 
meet Murphy,” he said, indicating 
also that he expects such a delega- 
tion to be formed. 

Jordan's Foreign Minister Taker

BEIRUT (Renter). - Shooting and 
explosions echoed across Beirut Fri- 
day night as Shi’ite Moslem forces 
came under attack and clashes flared 
on the Green Line dividing Christian 
and Moslem sectors of the city . 

Newspapers said gunmen fired 
three rockets at a state-owned televi- 
sion station in West Beirut control- 
led by the Shi'ite Moslem Amal 
movement and guarded by Shi’ite 
troops. A rocket was fired at soldiers 
guarding the studios of state-owned 
Beirut Radio, also controlled by. 
Amal. they said. ' 

The attack on the television sta- 
tion, the third in a month, was fol-. 
lowed by several other rocket and 
machine-gun attacks on Amal and 
army positions in West Beirut. 

The anti-Shi'ite campaign began 
in May during a five-week Shiite 


siege of Palestinian refuge* camps in 
Beitut. 

Responsibility for the nightly 
has been claimed by the 
Sunni Moslem Murabitoun militia, 
traditionally allied with the Palesti- 
nians. 

In Damascus, Lebanese Shi'ite 
leaders Nabih Bern and Hussein 
al-Hu$seini yesterday discussed 
security arrangements in Lebanon 
with Syrian leaders, the official news 
agency Sana said. 

Lebanese political sources said the 
talks were to prepare security prop- 
osals for meetings m Damascus to- 
day or tomorrow between Syrian 
and Lebanese Moslem leaders, in- 
cluding Sunni Moslem Prime Minis- 
ter Rashid Karameh and Druse chief 
Walid Jumblatt. who is transport, 
minister. 


GAZA (Itim). - Four men were 
arrested here on Friday on suspicion 
of hacking to death two brothers in 
the course of a feud between two 
family clans.

out between the two families, in 
which Adel murdered the dead 
woman's father and was then jailed.

Adel and his brother 
Muhmad. accompanied by their 
wives, had just left a photographer's 
shop from which they had collected 
their wedding photos when the four 
suspects fell on them and allegedly 
axed them to death. Police believe 
the men belong to the family of the 
murdered woman and her father.

4 *I don’t expect them to applaud,” 
be said during an interview on Israel 
Radio yesterday, “but I have faith 
in our citizens. .

They will have fewer 
shekels, but those shekels will buy 
more as inflation goes down, as

The interviewer suggested that 
perhaps Peres had exaggerated 
when be said that failure to institute 
the economic programme would- 
have endangered democracy in 
Israel. “Our foreign-currency re- 
serves are down to S400 per capita,” 
Peres replied. “If that money would 
disappear, too, there wouldn't be 
means to buy food, medicines or 
spare parts for industrial machinery. 
The result would be anarchy.” 

Penes said of the emergency de- 
crees that the Knesset has empo- 
wered the government to enact such 
decrees for np to 90 days under 


specified conditions, and that the 
emergency economic programme 
meets those requirements. 

Asked why - if he is so sure the 
economic programme is necessary 
and will be successful - he still feels 
tiie need to negotiate with the His- 
tadrut, Peres replied that he believes 
in the programme, in the Histadrut 
and in the people, and that he sees 
the Histadrut as a serious and re- 
sponsible force in- the economy. 

Asked what he wfl] do if the prog- 
ramme fails, he asked rhetorically 
what all those who are counting on 
failure will do if it succeeds. “I 
believe it will succeed 100 peT cent, 
but even an eighty per cent success 
would be an achievement.

No hidden traps in plan, 
Moda’i tells wage-earners

There are no hidden traps for 
wage-earners in the emergency de- 
crees under the new economic prog- 
ramme, Finance Minister Moda’i 
told Kol Yisrael on Friday evening in 
response to comments by Histadrut 
Trade. Union Department head 
Haim Haberfeld Friday morning. 

**We made it very dear, without 
going into all the little details, what 
our intentions are in the areas of 
salaries, prices and devaluation.” 
Moda’i said. 

Dialogue with the Histadrut is 
meant not to compromise on the 
amount of compensation workers 
will receive, but rather to decide how 
the predetermined amount of in- 
come erosion will be divided among 
various sectors. 

'The distinction is not between 
wage-earners and self-employed, 
but between those with high income 
and those with low income,” Moda’i 
said. 

' He added that he favours compen- 
sating. low-income workers almost 
fully, with middle-income workers 
getting less compensation and high- 
income people none at all. 

"The Histadrut daims the work- 
ers are entitled to a cost-of-living 
increment over and above their June 


salary before we start eroding their 
buying power. ** Moda’i said. 
"Maybe they're right, but if we gave 
in on that point your bigger salary 
would be short-lived. Soon you 
would have no salary at all because 
nobody would be able to employ 
vou. 

“The idea of the economic prog- 
ramme is to cut buying power to a 
point where prices and salaries will 
be stable after controls are lifted, 
simply because people won't have 
the money to pay more, “Moda’i 
continued. “We're not pro misin g to 
give back in the fourth month what 
we eroded in the first three; quite the 
contrary. What is eroded will stay 
eroded, but as inflation decreases, 
your money will buy more.”

Private centre 
soon to provide 
health services

A S10 million privately owned 
medical centre is to open soon in the 
Tel Aviv area. Health Minister Mor- 
dechai Gur announced on Friday. 

Speaking at a luncheon of the 
Israel Mangement Centre at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem’s 
Belgium House faculty club. Gur 
said agreement had been reached 
that morning with the Dal Corpora- 
tion to run the facility. 

It is to provide round-the-clock 
laboratory tests, that hospitals per- 
form mainly on one work shift per 
day. In this way, said Gur, equip- 
ment which costs millions of dollars 
will not stand idle most of the day 
and people will not have to wait 
months to be tested. 

“There is no miracle cure for fund- 
ing a modem health system,” said 
the minister, adding that the SlOm. 
investment in the new centre should 
begin to pay off within four of five 
years. Patients would be referred to 
the centre by their health funds and 
the system would be extended to 
other parts of the country if it suc- 
ceeds. he said.

Beirut’s war ofthe refugee camps -another ‘BlackMay’? 


ABOUT FIVE weeks ago, on May 
19, the Amal Shi'ite forces, without 
r warning, or casus bdS, launched a 
- full-scale attack on the Sabra, Shafil- 
~ la and. Bourj el-Bajajne refugee 
__ camps, in which some 30,000 Palesti- 
T man refugees were concentrated. 
They were helped by Brigade No. 6 
of the Lebanese Array, which is 
^essentially Shi’ite, as well as by 
"^Brigade No. 8, which, is made up of 
•Shi’ites and Christians. 

‘ After a month of blood-drenched 
'fighting, in which Amal murdered 
£and burned, among others. Palesti- 
nians lying sick in hospitals, and the 
•Palestinian fighters, for their pan. 
iore to shreds Amal prisoners who 
had fallen into their hands, Syria 
succeeded in imposing a cease-fire. - 
-This was done under “the Damascus

Jo remind the Palestinians of their

^occupation in Southern Lebanon,

ijens of thousands: of Shi’ites to the 
_» • 
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area of WestBeirut. 

The timing of the Amal attack, so 1 
dose to the end of the IDF with- 
drawal, may point to a tacit under- 
standing between Amal and Israel; 
Amal would not allow terrorist activ- 
ity against Israel to be carried out 
from Lebanon, in return for signals' 
from Jerusalem that it saw Amal as 
die chief influential power in the 
south, and that it was ready to 
cooperate so as not to damage the 
security and well-being of the Shi'ite 
inhabitants. These signs were certain- 
ly a suitable quid pro quo for Bern’s 
approach to the PLO terrorists. 

Abu Mussa’s men, who had 
broken off from Fatah and were 
fighting Arafat everywhere they 
could, especially in Tripoli and the 
refugee camps of el-Badawi and 
Nahar el-Bard, decided to shell the 
Shi’ite positions and neighbour- 
hoods in Beirut from the mountains, 
where they were encamped under 
the protection of Walid Jumblatf s 
Druse. 

. Is it possible that Arafat's oppo- 
nents were shelling the Amal forces 
and ShTite neighbourhoods from the 
area under Druse control and influ- 
ence without Jumblatt ‘s consent? 
How does this supposition fit in with 
the fact that Beni and Jumblatt are 
allies, who worked togehter to clear 
out the Sunni Mourabitoun from' 
West Beirut? 

How did Abu Mussa’s men. the 
proteges of Syria’s Hafez Assad, 
armed and funded by Damascus, 
dare to shell the Amal Forces, also 
Assad’s allies? 

During the fighting, there were 
some secret meetings between Ara- 
fat’s Fatah and a section of the 
rejectionist organizations, in ordpr 
to discuss the Syrian position. 

- What significance can be attached 
to this attempt at closing ranks? In 
Syria, there was some endeavour to 
suppress the Palestinian organize- 
-tions, including imprisonment and 
torture, especially in the Yannukh 
refugee camp. The question is: Is the 
SalvationFront in Assad’s pocket? 

Amal did not succeed in proving 
itself particularly able in battle. Af- 
: ter a month it managed - just poss- 
ibly - to wear the Palestinians down, 
but not to overcome them*; despite 
the fact that it enjoyed the advantage 
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of the initiative, was extensively 
armed (including tanks and cannon) 
and had five or six times as many 
men as the Palestinians. 

LET US EXAMINE the protagon- 
ists in the war of the camps. 

Syria's basic strategic position is 
characterized by the fact that it sees 
Lebanon as a Syrian province; and 
guarding that province as an overrid- 
ing Syrian interest. To achieve this 
aim (perhaps as part of a Greater 
Syria dream including Syria; Leba- 
non, Jordan and Israel), the Damas- 
cus regime is prepared to make every 
effort, at times even to adopt diamet- 
rically opposed stands. The observer 
may find it difficult to interpret these 
stands correctly if he loses sight of 
the basic premise. Here are a few 
examples: 

Assad agreed that Abu Mussa's 
men, his allies, should shell Amal, 
who are also his allies, so that neither 
of the two organizations should 
emerge the victor, and that both 
should remain dependent on Syria 
for their existence. 

In 1976. Assad made a pact with 
Suleiman Franjieb against the 
Palestinian left-wing forces, and thus 
brought about the slaughter in the- 
TeJ el-Zaatar and Jisr el-Base 
camps, which were totally wiped 
out; later, he aided the Palestinians 
against the Phalangjsts; after that, he 
helped part of the Palestinians to 
leave Fatah and fight another part; 
now he is supporting the Shi'ites 
against the Palestinians and against 
the Sunni Mourabitoun. 

There is virtually no need to prove 
that Syria is behind the slaughter in 
the camps; all elements, local and 
foreign, which have sought to bring 
an end to it have turned to Syria, and 
not to Amal or the Lebanese Gov- 
ernment. 

THE SHI’ITE Amal movement is 
becoming more and more aware of 
■their strength. The lowly and 
oppressed of yesterday, today they 
are out to grab their fall slice of the 
Lebanese cake. They are doing ev- 
erything they can to control Moslem 
areas, which for years have been in 
the hands of Sunnis. And since most 
Of the Palestinians are Sunnis; they 
stand in the way of the Shi'ites. 

As thousands of Shi’ites aban- 
doned the South over the years, 
West Beirut has become the Shi’ite 
-residential area. The existence of 
Palestinian refugee camps with milit- 
; ary ^ bases and potential poses a 
threat to this residential area. 

In the event that Lebanon is di- 
vided into cantons, Berri wants to 
assure himself an important area of 
influence that will include, in addi- 
tion to the south, the area of Beirut. 


forget the 1970 Black September 
trauma and their expulsion from 
Jordan, and they fear a “Black May" 
in Lebanon. They see the attack on 
the camps first and foremost as a 
process of expulsion, if not of anni- 
hilation. 

The nearer the final withdrawal of 
the IDF from Lebanon came, the 
more the Palestinian fighters, espe- 
cially Arafat’s supporters, intensi- 
fied their efforts to penetrate the 
refugee camps in the area of Beirut. 
Thousands of terrorists reached the 
camps. 

By increasing his strength and 
sending his fighters into the camps, 
Arafat seeks to prove that he is the 
universal Palestinian leader. 

THE ARAB states, as in the past, 
pay lip service. The slaughter of the 
Palestinians has brought empty slo- 
gans from them and non-committal 
activity. In Lebanon. President 
Amin Jemayel didn’t utter a word 
during the battle, as if it was all 
happening on Mars, and not in his 
own country. We only heard the 
official voice of Lebanon when, at 
Arafat's request, the Arab League 
convened in Tunis to discuss the 
situation in the camps. The 
Lebanese Government then 
announced that it would not. of 
course, participate in the meeting, 
since it would be intervention in the 
internal affairs of Lebanon. 

In Egypt, at the height of the 
battle, Arafat telephoned President 
Hosni Mubarak, and Cairo re- 
quested an urgent convening of the 
Security Council in order to discuss 
events in the Palestinian refugee 
camps. Tim council convened and 
unanimously passed a resolution to 
the effect that the murder must 
cease. 

All IS council members voted is 
favour; thus, very ironically, an 
Arab country - Egypt - applied to 
the Securify Council in order to save 
what was left of the Palestinians in 
another Arab country- Lebanon. 

In Morocco, the king sent emissar- 


ies to some Arab countries with the 
aim of convening an emergency sum- 
mit conference to discuss die Palesti- 
nian problem exclusively. Such a 
summit has not been successfully 
convened foT three years. Can it 
succeed now? 

In Libya, Mu’ammar Gaddafi, 
who up to now. has supported Syria 
and the factions opposing Arafat, in 
another surprising move has stood 
with Arafat and the Palestinians in 
this war of the camps. 

During the IDF siege of Beirut 
three years ago. he called on Arafat 
and his men to commit suicide: this 
time, be requested them to come to 
Libya and cany on their struggle 
from there. 

It should be recalled that Gaddafi 
has a bitter account with the Shi’ites, 
who came down very heavily on the 
Sunni Mourabitoun. on whom he 
had spent milions of dollars. 

THE FUTURE does not seem rosy 
for the Palestinians in Lebanon. It is 
already clear that there will be no 
return to the Palestinian presence in 
Lebanon that existed before Opera- 
tion Peace for Galilee; indeed, from 
this point of view, the operation was 
a success. 

Any violent or armed opposition on 
the part of the PLO will bring in its 
wake only Shi'ite determination to 
uproot the remnant of the Palesti- 
nians in their area of influence, un- 
less Syria decides otherwise. Howev- 
er. it has definitely been decided 
with Damascus that Arafat is to be 
“dwarfed” and that his men. who 
comprise a majority in the refugee 
camps, are to be assailed. 

A journalist wrote in an Egyptian 
weekly magazine about the war of 
the camps: 

“After the first massacre in Sabra 
and Shatilla, tens of thousands of 
Israelis staged demonstrations that 
brought about the establishment of a 
commission of enquiry. A cabinet 
minister was subsequently dismis- 
sed, and even the prime minister 
himself retired from political life. No 
such thing has 1 ever happened in an 
Arab country."

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West Germany agrees to fund 
lobster research farm in Eilat 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
BONN. - Lobsters raised in Eilat 
may provide nerve cells to take the 
place of silicon chips in computers of 
the future. The lobster farm is en- 
vironed as another project combin- 
ing Israeli know-how and West Ger- 
man money. 

Dr. Guenter Lehr of the West 
German Ministry of Research and 
Technology said last week that 
“Israeli scientists are knowledgeable 
and highly motivated, though they 
lack appropriate funds for re- 
search.” 

Germany last year gave Israeli 
institutions $6 million for research. 

Lehr added that while Germany is 
willing to co-finance Israeli projects, 
it is not prepared to make up any 


budgets which Israeli institutions 
might lack for proper functioning. 

The Research Ministry here has 
given Israeli scientists access to all 
German programmes, excluding 
military and those having to do with 
nuclear energy. The reason given is 
that Israel is not a signatory to the 
nuclear non-proliferation treaty. 

On the other hand, no joint pro- 
jects with Israel are barred just be- 
cause they might have military uses 
along with civilian application. For 
example, the two countries are to 
cooperate in the development of 
fifth generation computers, which 
could have military uses. 

Science and Development Minis- 
ter Gideon Patt is to start an official 
visit here tomorrow. 


State: Knesset not subject to courts 


The State Attorney's Office main- 
tains that the courts may not ques- 
tion the motives or the considera- 
tions of the Knesset, and that there- 
fore the High Court may not discuss 
the application to it by MK Moham- 
med Miari (Progressive List for 
Peace) against the lifting of his Knes- 
set immunity. 

The state’s position was set down 
in its answer to the High Court, filed 
on Friday. 

Miari applied to the court last 
month after the Law Committee 
recommended that the Knesset lift 
Mian’s immunity as regards free 
movement, searches and arrests. 
The move came after alleged state- 
ments of PLO sympathies made by 
Miari, an Arab member of a left- 
wing Arab-Jewish Hst. 


Miari argued in his application 
that the committee's motivation was 
political and that under the guise of 
protecting democracy, it sought to 
curb his freedom as ah MK. 

In its reply, the state said that the 
upshot of accepting Mian's appeal 
would be that the Knesset could 
always be stymied in its activity by 
the court's intervention. Knesset 
members, both collectively and indi- 
vidually, were not to be subject to 
the courts, the state argued. 

Mian's application will be consi- 
dered today by a three-justice panel 
of the High Court which will consid- 
er a similar application from Kach 
head MK Meir Kahane who alro 
faces limitations on his parliamen- 
tary immunity. (Itim) 


Mayors: High tech needed 
to cut towns’ unemployment

Development-town mayors want 
more high-technology industry and 
better educational facilities for their 
residents, they said in resolutions 
passed at a conference in Kiryat 
Shmona on Friday. 

Ma'alot Mayor ShJomo Buchbul 
said that if his fellow mayors “cry too 
much" people will continue to see 
development towns as communities 
of paupers. "We should present the 
true picture of development towns as 
pleasant places to live,” he said. 

Other mayors, however, chose to 
emphasize the towns' unsolved 
problems. Demobilized soldiers who 


cannot find appropriate jobs will 
leave the towns, if not the country, 
they said. “We don't need immig- 
rants sent to our towns, or even 
residents from the centre of the 
country. We need jobs for our own 
young people." several of them said. 

If high-technology industry does 
not come to the towns, there will be 
no jobs for their educated citizens, 
the mayors claimed. But if their 
schools are not on a high level, and if 
high-quality housing is not available, 
high-tech firms will not come, or will 
not stay. 

Concern was also expressed that 
the level of unemployment in the 
development towns may lead some 
youngsters to crime.

Guata has already been convicted 
for his part in the affair, which 
involved forging the dales on ex- 
pired driving licences and insurance 
policies before passing them on to 
Kehalon. 
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Six said dead in S. Africa riot 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - A riot- 
tom blade township east of Johan- 
nesburg was in turmoil yesterday, 
With residents" saying they believed 
as many as six youths were shot dead 
by police in two days. 

Two deaths were confirmed by 
families who identified the victims as 
Joseph Nonyane and Matanzima 
Dlamini. The two were shot Friday 
when police moved into Duduza 
township to round up suspected rio- 
ters. 

Elsewhere, police said rioters in a 
black township near Port Elizabeth 
hurled a petrol bomb into a bus, 
causing it to crash into another bus. 
Twenty people were injured in the 
crash and both buses were burned 
out. 


Residents and reporters who vi- 
sited Duduza said police bad set up 
two temporary jails to hold arested 
black youths, one in a field and the 
other in a community hall. Rolls of 
barbed wire were put up at the two 
sites and police refused access to 
families and journalists who wanted 
to ask about those believed arrested. 

A police spokesman at headquar- 
ters in Pretoria said he knew nothing 
of deaths or arrests in Duduza and 
had no further comment on the re- 
ports. 

A resident reached by telephone 
said many people, believed that up to 
six youths bad been killed Friday in 
the roundup of suspects, some 
allegedly when they tried to escape 


the police net. Police entered the 
township about 8 a.m„ picking up 
suspects in houses and on the streets, 
witnesses said. 

There were rumours yesterday 
that Duduza residents planned a 
general strike starting tommorrow, 
demanding that all police and sol- 
diers pull out of the township. 
Armoured patrols yesterday roamed 
through the dusty streets of ‘the 
township, with an official population 
of 31 ,000 but believed to be closer to 
50,000. 

Duduza is one of several black 
townships in the East Rand region 
caught up in 10 months of anti- 
apartheid unrest. More than 400 
blacks have died nationwide. 


Mugabe sweeps Zimbabwe poll 


HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP). -Zim- 
babwean Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe's ruling party yesterday 
captured a landslide victory in the 
first general elections since inde-- 
pendence in 1980. endorsing his wish 
to create a one-party state. 

Mugabe’s Zimbabwe African 
National Union (Patriotic Front) 
won massive majorities in 63 of 79 
constituencies contested. 

But the minority Ndebele tribe in 
Matabeleland province remained 
loyal to opposition leader Joshua 
Nkomo. voting his Zimbabwe Africa 
People's Union all 15 seats in the 
province. 

Fresh from the triumph. Mugabe 
yesterday vowed to scrap “almost 
immediately” the 20 parliamentary 
seats reserved for whites. 

“Our (black) people are not so 
foolishly good to continue to be 
insulted in that way, and really we 
feel that this aspect of die constitu- 
tion must go, and go almost im- 
mediately," he said. 

The constitution, which expires in 
1990, stipulates that the white seats 
cannot be abolished before mid- 1987 
and then only on a vote of 70 mem- 
bers of parliament. 

He gave no hint of how he planned 
to scrap the seats. 

Mugabe was angered when the 
Conservative Alliance of Zimbabwe 
of former Rhodesian leader Ian 
Smith won 15 of the seats reserved

for whites in a separate poll earlier 
while defectors favoured by the gov- 
ernment captured only four. 

' In a surprisingly close contest in 
the eastern Qupinge constituency,' 
the candidate for Rev. Ndabanigi 
Sithole’s splinter Zimbabwe African 
National Union won by a small mar- 
gin. 

Sithole candidate Goodson 
Sithole. not related to the preacher, 
won 16.461 votes to beat Mugabe 
party candidate William Ndangana, 
former deputy defence minister for 
paramilitary training, who polled 
15,625 votes. 


In the southern Matabeleland pro- 
vince. where Nkomo made a clean 
sweep, thousands of civilians have 
died since Mugabe sent troops from 
his dominant Shona tribe to hunt 
down rebels who he charges get 
orders from Nkomo. 

The veteran opposition politician, 
who denies the charges, said yester- 
day the election results were 
“dangerous because people voted on 
tribal lines.” 

Nearly 3 million black Zimbab- 
weans voted from Monday through 
Thursday to elect 79 of the 80 black 
legislators in the 100-member 
National Assembly. 

The last seat will be contested in a 
later election because the Mugabe 
candidate died during campaigning. 

In separate elections on June 27, 
some 34,000 white voters elected 20 
legislators to the seats reserved for 
whites until 1987 under this former 
British colony's British-drafted con- 
stitution. 

Mugabe, who has increased -his 
outright parliamentary majority 
from 57 to 63 seats, has said he will 
use the decisive victory as a vote of 
confidence in his government's 
socialist policies and his avowed aim 
-to create a one-party state in Zim- 
babwe, which is one of Africa's few 
multi-party democracies. 

He had predicted - that his party 
would win 65 to 70 assembly seats. 


Gandhi ousts top minister 
of turbulent Gujarat state 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi yesterday ousted 
the top government official of Gu- 
jarat state, where more than 200 
people have died in a student-led 
protest and sectarian violence, an 
official statement said. The state's 
Chief Minister Madhavsinh Salanki 
was last month given an ultimatum 
to restore order or quit. He was 
' summoned fo Delhi at the weekend. 

News reports said the ouster of 
Solanki was greeted with fireworks 
in Ahmedabad, Baroda and other 
violence-torn cities of the western 
Indian state. 

Protests in Gujarat were triggered 
by a controversial state government 
“affirmative action” plan increasing 
job and educational quotas for so- 
called “backward castes." 

The agitation has degenerated 
into bloody street violence between 
Moslems and Hindus in several parts 
of Gujarat. 


Solanki 's ouster came a day after 
five people were slain in a new sport 
of inter-faith violence in Gujarat and 
Indian President Zaii Singh’s wam- 
ing that national unity was 
threatened by the Gujarat disturb- 
ances and terrorism in Sikb- 
dominated Punjab. 

Solanki has blamed the troubles 
qn “forces of destabilization" which 
had “created a lot of hurdles for us in 
carrying out our programmes.” 

Gandhi ordered Solanki to quit 
late Friday after a team of party 
leaders he sent on a fact-finding 
mission reported that the chief 
minister's inept handling of the pro- 
test sparked communal violence. 

Home Minister Amarsinh 
Choudhary was unanimously elected 
Solanki ’s successor by a meeting of 
state parliamentarians from the 
Prime Minister’s Congress (I) Party 
in Gujarat. 


Bangladesh leader Veady for elections any time 5 

PEKING (AP)! - Bangladesh Presi- 
dent Hussain Muhammaed Ershad 
said yesterday he is ready to call 
democratic elections any time 
opposition parties are ready, but he 
will not lift martial law until after the 
vote. 


At a press conference following 
three days of talks with Chinese 
leaders, the former army leader also 
said China had agreed to a 100- 
million-yuan ($34.8 million) loan for 
Bangladesh's third five-year plan 
starting this month. 


New Soviet FM 
resigns party post 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - New Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze res- 
igned his post as head of the Com- 
munist Party in the Soviet Republic 
of Georgia yesterday and was re- 
placed by local Politburo member 
Dzumber Patiashvili. Tass reported. 

Shevardnadze was obliged to res- 
ign his local job following his move 
to Moscow as foreign minister and 
becoming a full member of the 
national Politburo last week. 

Tass said a special meeting of the 
Georgian Communist Party Central 
Committee in Tbilisi had named 
Patiashvili, a Politburo member for 
the past 11 years, in his stead. 

On Friday, Moscow announced it 
.had appointed a new minister of its 
massive iron and steel industry, 
which was sharply criticized last 
month by Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

Tass said Ivan Kazanets, 67, re- 
tired as Minister of Ferrous Metal- 
lurgy “for reasons of health." He 
had held the post since 1965. Tass 
said he was replaced by Serafim 
Olpakov, who has been a first depu- 
ty minister of ferrous metallurgy 
since 1981. 

Gorbachev strongly criticized the 
iron and steel industry in a speech 
June 26 to metal workers in the 
Ukraine.

Guinea leader says coup try

CONAKRY, Guinea (AP). - Presi- 
dent Lansana Conte of Guinea 
yesterday confirmed that the foiled 
attempt to seize power by his former 
prime minister, Diara Traore. insti- 
gated e thni c rioting resulting in at 
least 15 dead and over 200 wounded. 
Radio Conakry said. 

Conte appealed to the West Afri- 
can nation to avoid ethnic clashes 
and specifically called on the people 
to avoid animosity toward the 
Maunke tribe, of which Traore is a 
member, the radio said. 

Conakry was calm yesterday, one 
day after the coup attempt, but its 
streets bore testament to the wide- 
spread looting and destruction which 
the call to overthrow Conte . trig- 
gered. 

There was still no indication of the 
number of victims or whether deaths 
and injuries occurred in the looting 
and rioting or in the fight to recap- 
ture control of the radio, where the 
coup attempt was centred. 

The radio said Conte, a colonel 


from the minority Soussou tribe, has 
been raised in rank to brigadier- 
genera] by the Military Committee 
for National Redress (CMRN) “for 
services rendered to the nation.” 

Traore, education minister, and a 
number of followers seized Radio 
Conakry early Friday and began 
broadcasting rebel announcements. 

Traore was arrested in Conakry 
yesterday afternoon at his seafront 
villa in a residential district of the 
capital, military sources said. A 
number of Traore's accomplices 
were also being held, according to a 
government official. But there was 
no confirmation of the reports. 

The villa was pock-marked with 
bullet holes and the interiors of three 
cars outside were stripped. Two 
other houses belonging to Traore's 
family in another section of the city 
were gutted and stripped. The doors 
and windows were tom from one of 
the homes and the roof was knocked 
off. 


Saudi Arabian astronaut 
receives royal welcome home 
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TAEE, Saudi Arabia (AP). - Waves 
of Saudi Arabian men and children, 
chanting religious hymns and waving 
swords, yesterday jubilantly greeted 
the homecoming of the “first Arab 
Moslem astronaut.” Prince Sultan 
bin Salman, who participated in the 
U.S. space shuttle Discovery's mis- 
sion last month. 

King Fahd stepped forward to 
embrace his nephew, who bent over 
the king's ltand and kissed it accord- 
ing to custom. 

Gad in a Nasa space suit, Sultan 
also hugged his father. Prince Sal- 
man bin Abdel-Aziz, the governor 
of Riyadh. 

The king then conferred the collar 
of King Abdel-Aziz on the astro- 
naut, whose space flight was deemed 


a “victory” for Islam. 

Television and radio announcers 
echoed official and newspaper edito- 
rial behests to turn Sultan's “feat" 
into impetus for Moslems to revive 
the medieval “glory” of Islamic sci- 
ences. 

“Moslems of the early days were 
pioneers in the seas, ground and 
air:.” said one announcer. “.Sultan’s 
feat , is not without, precedent. It 
should^, mark tftel jjsgwakening of 
Arab and Moslem scientists to the 
ancient glories of their forebears.” 

Visibly moved by the emotional 
popular welcome, the king and his 
brothers flanked Sultaa as he walked 
among a red carpet at the Taif Air- 
port, where the astronaut’s plane 
landed after a flight from the U.S. 


FAO: Drought over in 8 African states 


NAIROBI (AP). - A UN agency 
dealing with Africa's famine said 
Friday the crisis is over in eight of the 
21 nations which faced exceptional 
food supply problems in 19S4-85. 

The Rome-based Food and Agri- 
culture Organization said in its latest 
report on Africa's food situation, 
issued in Nairobi, that tbe countries 
now out of danger are Burundi, 
Kenya, Lesotho, Morocco, Rwan- 
da, Tanzania, Zambia and Zim- 
babwe. 

“The drought has been broken, 
the weather conditions have 
favoured 1985 main-season harvests, 
and the food-supply situation is back 
to normal.” the FAO report said of 
the eight nations. 


The UN agency said, however, 
that the food emergency is “most 
acute” in Chad, Ethiopia, Mali, Ni- 
ger and Sudan, partly because of 
port congestion and other problems 
in distributing food aid throughout 
the countries. 

While good rains have come to 
some countries, the FAO said, Bots- 
wana in Southern Africa is in the 
grips of a fourth year of drought. The 
agency added that food production is 
still severely impaired In Angola and 
Mozambique because of civil war. 

The other countries still suffering 
food shortages to varying degrees 
are Burkina Faso, Cape Verde, 
Mauritania, Senegal and Somalia. 


Scientists decry ‘Star Wars’ 
in report to the Vatican 


VATICAN CITY (AP). - Leading 
scientists have told Pope John Paul 
II that the U.S. -proposed “Star 
Wars" anti-missile defence plan is 
not likely to be 1 00- per cent effective 
and that it would sharply accelerate 
the arms race. Italian newspapers 
reported yesterday. 

In a secret report to tbe pontiff, 
the scientists also asserted that the 
space defence programme would 
take 10 to 15 years before becoming 
operational and that during this 
period, the superpowers probably 
will be able to produce “super- 
missiles” capable of penetrating the 
space shield, the newpapers said. 

The scientists from 10 countries 
examined President Reagan's prop- 


osal, officially known as the 
Strategic Defence Initiative, during 
a four-day seminar on “The Weapo- 
nization of Space” in January. 

The conference, sponsored by the 
Pontifical Academy of Sciences, 
brought together 26 scientists and 
three prelaies, including four mem- 
bers of the Soviet Academy of Scien- 
ces and seven U.S. experts. 

Their report, adopted unanimous- 
ly. war subsequently, submitted to 
the pontiff, and still remains secret.

Senior Australian 
judge convicted of 

perverting justice 

SYDNEY (Reuter). - High Court 
Judge and former attorney-general 
Lionel Murphy was convicted Friday 
of trying to pervert the course of 
justice after a month-long trial. 

The jury delivered its verdict after 
21 hours of deliberation in the first 
case of its kind involving an Austra- 
lian judge. 

Murphy, 62, was convicted of 
attempting to influence New South 
Wales State Magistrate Clarrie 
Briese to in turn influence proceed- 
ings against Sydney solicitor Morgan 
Ryan on immigration-racket 
charges. 

Murphy. Australia's third most 
■ senior member of the judiciary, was 
acquitted on a similar charge of 
attempting to influence a district 
court judge over another case in- 
volving Ryan. 

Air India black box 
believed located 
on Atlantic seabed 

LONDON (AP). - A robot operat- 
ing two kilometres deep in the north 
Atlantic on Friday found a section of 
wreckage believed to contain the 
flight recorders of the Air India 
jetliner that crashed off Ireland on 
June 23 with the loss of 323 lives, the 
operators said. 

A spokesman for the Cable and 
Wireless Communications Company 
told the Associated Press that his 
firm could recover the black box as 
soon as Indian and Canadian author- 
ities gave their permission. The 
blackbox records all flight details. 

Based on engineering drawings of 
the Boeing 747, the company be- 
lieves the black box is inside a panel 
from the aircraft's tail that was found 
some 160 kilometres southwest of 
Ireland, he said. 

The panel could hold the clue to 
whether an explosion from a sus- 
pected terrorist bomb caused the jet 
to disappear suddenly off radar 
screens and crash into the sea.

VIENNA (Reuter). - The find sign 
of an idea which might unify Opec's 
divided members appeared yester- 
day with news of a scheme for a 
marketing confrjl body. 

AfteT a day and a half of informal 
but closely guarded talks between 
the 13 Opec ministers on how to 
secure their slipping position in 
world oil markets. Indonesian Oil 
Minister Subroto emerged to give 
reporters brief details of the plan . 

“We are examining an organiza- 
tion which will control marketing of 
our production," he said, adding 
that it would see that agreed policies 
were “implemented as strictly as 
possible.” 

Subroto did not make clear 
whether the proposed body would 
constitute a fully fledged common 
marketing organization or would 
merely regulate each member’s 
prices and sales volumes. 

Analvsts considered the latter role 
more likely as anything stronger 
would infringe the jealously pre- 
served sovereignty of the Opcc 
(Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries) states. 

If the idea of a marketing control 
bodv. which Subroto said might 
complement the elaborate auditing 
scheme set up by Opec six months 
ago, was generally acceptable, the 
ministers would probably feel able to 
open their planned official confer- 
ence. 

Opec sources have spoken of little 
progress in the current talks, adding 
that the ministers were reluctant to 
open their full conference if it was 
liable to end in embarrassing public 
disagreement. 

But failure to hold the conference 
would be an equally negative sign, 
indicating that Opec could no longer 
be seen as a cohesive market force. 

The once-dominant producers* 
cartel faces massive problems: 

It cannot sell enough oil to reach 
its self-imposed 16 million barrel per 
day output ceiling, and non-Opec 
producers are taking an ever larger 
share of world production. 

The Opec states cannot sell at 
their official prices - clustered 
around S2S a barrel, and up to 80 per 
cent of their oil is discounted, bar- 
tered or offloaded at prices related 
to those on the free or “spot!* mar- 
ket.

- A 
Cyprus Airways jetliner carrying 182 
passengers and a six-member crew 
made an unscheduled landing here 
Friday after a bomb threat, an air- 
port spokesman said.

Market keeping close watch 
on U.S. budget-deficit issue 


NEW YORK (AP) - The familiar 
problem on the U.S. government 
budget deficit promises to return to 
centre stage of Wall Street over the 
next few weeks. 

The question of what, if anything, 
will be done about the government's 
deficit has been out of the financial 
headlines of late. 

Commentators have been busy 
analyzing the potential effects of 
President Reagan's tax-reform prop- 
osal, spelled out in detail in May, 
and the securities markets Have been 
celebrating a decline in interest 
rates. 

But with the end of the govern- 
ment's fiscal year on September 30 
drawing closer, and Congress re- 
turning from its Independence Day 
recess, analysts say the subject is not 
likely to stay quiet much longer. 

"Obviously, there is little time left 
to complete the overall budget 
guidelines and then hammer out die 
13 separate appropriations bills,'’ 
observed John Connolly at Dean 
Witter Reynolds Inc. 

Hie White House has helped to 
emphasize the matter by putting out 
word that Reagan will shift his atten- 
tion temporarily from selling his tax 
proposal to pushing for congression- 


al approval of a plan to cut the 
deficit. 

Both the House of Representa- 
tives and Senate have passed mea- 
sures advertising deficit reductions 
of more than $50 billion oveT the 
next three years, but the July 4 
holiday came without any agreement 
on a compromise to reconcile the 
differing details of the two propos- 
als. 

Faced with that kind of uncertain- 
ty, the stock market drifted lower for 
most of the past week before rallying 
on Friday. The Dow Jones Average 
of 30 industrials closed Friday after- 
noon at 1,334.45, down 1.01 from 
the week before. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
Composite Index rose .56 to a new 
high of 111.67, and the American 
Stock Exchange Market Value In- 
dex was up 1.80 at 232.69.

“We saw that the field was wide 
open in this respect, so we decided to 
move in.”

teacher, nurse or hairdresser. She is 
the one who always deals with 
domestic matters, whether it's chang- 
ing diapers or telling her children 
about toe ways of toe world. 

“Dad is usually somewhere 
around, but be generally makes his 
appearance at home late in the after- 
noon or evening after supposedly 
being engaged in ‘important’ affairs 
while away.” 

Swirski says there is nothing much

“I believe that a -woman whose 
only ambition is to be in the kitchen 
is missing a lot, as is a man whose 
only ambition is to work outside toe 
home and get ahead in his job.

To somebody like Swirski, who 
bas campaigned hard and 
vociferously for harsher sentences 
for sex offenders, especially rapists, 
such pictures are not only obscene 
but downright dangerous. 

She believes there is far too much 
violence in books and on TV screens 
today and that it does have a signifi- 
cant influence on the level of vio- 
lence in sodety. 

Cartoons like “Popeye,” or TV 
series like the “A Team," are bad for' 
youngsters, in spite of the fact that 
nobody is badly hurt or killed even 
though there are bullets flying every- 
where and people are getting tram- 
pled, says Swirski. 

“They encourage boys, for exam- 
ple, to play at befog soldiers, while 
implying that toe dangers. are minim- 
al, whereas toe reality of war is very, 
very different.” 

Classic fairy tales are also not at 
toe top of Swirski's reading Hst, 
although she does not go so far as to 
suggest they should be removed 
from the shelves. 

“The traditional fairy stories, 
apart from containing a lot of vio- 
lence, some of it very gruesome, 
have also done much to indoctrinate 
us in male and female roles,” she 
said. “The basic stories are extreme- 
ly sexist. The active women are al- 
ways bad and ugly and toe passive 
ones beautiful and good. 

“While I don’t advocate cen- 
sorship or even urge children not to 
read toe traditional fairy tales, I 
would strongly advise youngsters to 
read non-sexist and npn-violent 
books as well. 

“The aim of Breirot is to provide 
alternative literature for children 
that contains its fair share of adven- 
ture. danger and suspense, while 
putting some old ideas into ques- 
tion." 

The Swirskis are now planning a 
series of space adventure books in 
which toe main attractions are the 
experiences of the characters, rather 
than any violence. Every story also 
contains a social problem which the 
young readers have to solve. 

The Swirskis have already tried, 
out some of the stories on children in 
schools and have received a highly 
favourable rection. 

According to Barbara Swirski, 
this, in itself is proof, if such were 
needed, that youngsters can relate to. 
books that are neither .violent nor 
.full of “traditional” male and female 
stereotypes.

Aspiring female journalists may 
be heartened by the knowledge that 
there is “a tremendous increase” in 
female journalism students and 
graduates in the U.S-., with more 
women than men graduating with 
masters degrees in communications. 
Moreover, statistically, one out of 
every two journalism graduates in the 
U.S. gets a job within the first year of 
graduation. It helps to be a specialist 
in any given area and students are 
thus urged to take a double major. 

Women who freelance apparently 
outnumber their male counterparts, 
but Strauss attributes this to the fact 
that “more women then men call 
themselves freelance writers be- 
cause they're doing other things with 
their lives.” A more obvious reason 
for a decline in male freelance statis- 
tics is that freelancers “earn pitifully 
little money.” 

Strauss advises her students to 
look on freelancing not as a voca- 
tion. but as an avocation.

WOMEN AS newsmakers trail 
woefully behind men. This is the 
conclusion of philologist and literary 
critic Mira Ariel, who has resear- 
ched Israeli newspapers and maga- 
zines. Even those magazines which 
cater specifically to a female read- 
ership are inclined to favour males as 
newsworthy subjects. 

For instance. At, whose banner- 
head testifies to which sex the pub- 
lication is directed, is more balanced 
than other publications in its male/ 
female news scale, but, says Ariel, 
nonetheless tips toe weight slightly 
to Air advantage, giving him 57 per 
cent coverage compared to the 43 
per cent which it allocates to her. 

However, At is less disposed to 
giving women their professional due 
than is the magazine Monitin, which 
Ariel says is undisguisedly sexist. 
Although Monitin's man/woman 
news ratio is 79 to 21, it has an 80.5 
per cent record of acknowledging 
women's professional titles and 
qualifications whereas that of At is 
only 60 per cent. Both publications 
are more sensitive to toe needs of the 
male ego, with Monitin including toe 
job description or title in 94 per cent 
of cases and At in 88. 

With few exceptions, when both 
husband and wife are mentioned in a 
newspaper or magazine, toe wife is a 
mere appendage, regardless of her 
achievements in her own right. The 
husband is referred to by his full 
name and title; she by her first name 
only. Irrespective of her own accom- 
plishments. she is “the wife of. . . " 

In the Hebrew press, according to 
Ariel, a woman cannot be a person. 
The word adam, which is one of 
several masculine gender words used 
for “person,” is apparently not cons- 
idered by journalists to be applicable 
to a woman. 

Wien a man is toe subject of a 
news item, his family status is fre- 
quently overlooked, as is his age. 
But when a woman is brought to 
public attention - that's a different 
story. Even though it may have no 
bearing whatsoever on toe issue at 
hand, the media consider it impor- 
tant to list her age. marital status and 
toe number and ages of her children. 

A man’s lack qf physical charms, 
claims Ariel. may go unnoticed by the 
writer of toe interview or news re- 
port, but a woman who is stocky, 
cross-eyed or what have you, will 
invariably be described as such. On 
the other side of the coin, if she is 
one of Nature’s beneficiaries, her 
positive physical attributes will ratea 
mention, whereas those of a man 
won’t. It is quite usual to read of a 
beautiful or pretty woman, but rare 
to read of a handsome man. 

Journalists are also in the habit of 
adopting a familiarity with women 
that they don’t allow themselves 
with men. Somewhere near the be- 


ginning of the story, the woman is 
introduced by her full name. There- 
after, she is repeatedly referred to by 
her first name, as if she were a 
member of some intimate circle to 
which the writer and the reader 
belong. The man, on the other hand, 
unless he is a prominent entertain- 
ment personality, is known b;. his 
surname, and is excluded from the 
intimate circle by virtue of the faci 
that he and the wriier - at lea?.: lor 
the purposes of the published mate- 
rial - are not on first-name terms. 

Ariel presented the?e and other 
findings at a symposium on Women 
in Literature, a: the Van Leer Insti- 
tute Jerusalem, under the spon- 
sorship of the Hebrew University's, 
programme on Sex Differences in 
Society’. 

She was preceded at the podium 
by author Amalia Kahan.'i-Karmon 
who contends that ■ 'terrify cni.'cs 
judge a work by the *-■; of its ; uihor 
and not on its own perils. 

Presuming, for example, that both 
a male and a female writer would 
handle the subject of the ageing 
process with equal skill and* power. 
Kahana-Karmon maintain* that the 
reviews would give the male author 
credit for addressing a universal 
problem, but would come down like 
a ton of bricks on the female author. 
The critics w’ould see her as a dog- 
matist or theorist bereft of literary 
skills: or alternatively as a talented 
writer limited by her own inade- 
quacies and her inability to full;, 
explore the subject. 

The language which the critics 
themselves use in reviewing the 
work of woman writer Kahana- 
Karmon charged, is gender 
oriented, and drips with expressions 
such as “a finely embroidered tapes- 
try.” Hebrew literary tradition, she 
added, reflects the norms of a ■male- 
dominated society. 

Critics she says, patronize .the 
woman writer, contending that she is 
not to be taken seriously. 

Thus ‘says Kahana-Karmon. the 
Israeli woman writer remains for- 
ever “in the women’s gailerv of the 
writers' congregation. Ihe hes: that 
she can hope for is to sit in toe from 
row of toe women's gallery, hut 
never to be integral to the contem- 
porary writings of her time." 

In the view of Mira Ariel, the 
heroine fares no better than the 
writer. If a female is the key 
character, the accent is on youth. 

It’s extremely rare for the heroine 
to be a woman. She is usually a girl: 
and whether in books or in the print 
media, no matter what women do 
they are judged by their looks and 
not by their brains. 

Ariel says that although it.is’ ■.-ijns •- 
dered flattering to imbue a literary 
female figure with male anributes. 
this is not true in the opposite direc- 
tion. For the writer to give a male 
character feminine qualities, she 
says, is the height of insuit. 


Women in pray- in 


WOMEN ARE apparently not 
among the contemporary issues facing 
Orthodox Jewry. Prof. Alice Shalvi. 
head of toe Women's Lobby says 
that nowhere on the agenda of this 
week’s jubilee conference in Jeru- 
salem of toe Rabbinical Council of 
America, is there mention of the 
status of women. 

“If the. conference claims to be 
addressing itself to issues confront- 
ing contemporary Jewry.” she says, 
“it seems that women are not a 
problem.” 

Angered that women have been 
slighted by the RCA, Shalvi empha- 
sizes that not all Orthodox Jews “are 
as cheerful about women as is the 
Rabbinical Council." 

To create awareness among RCA 
conference participants that the sta- 
tus of women and the attitude of the 
rabbinical courts towards women is a 
pressing issue. Shalvi has organized

Putting thing s into perspective

TEL AVTV. - Last week was not 
your regular, common or garden 
kind of trading week on the stock 
exchange. For one thing there were 
only two trading sessions, and only 
one of those really mattered, with 
the second simply tying up loose 
ends from the first. 

What happened to index-linked 
bonds is easily summarized - they 
soared around 20-25% on Wednes- 
day and then settled down again on 
Thursday. But this performance 
should be seen in the context of their 
very poor showing in the first half of 
1985. and their mediocre run-up in 
June - a month for which the index is 
expected to come in at about 20% . 

Thus the figures provided by the 
Meitav consultancy firm (in the abs- 
ence of official stock market indices 
on the bond market and its compo- 
nents) show that the general index of 
government bonds advanced 16% 
last month, and71-.6% in the period 
January-June 1985. 

If we assume that the 20% esti- 
mate is right, the inflation figure for 
the first six months will be just over 
100%, so that it is clear that bonds 
have not performed well at all. The 
main reason for this discrepancy can 
be determined from Meitav's other 
index, that for index-linked govern- 
ment bonds, which also rose 16% in 


June, but only 64.7% in the first half 
of the year. The lack of confidence 
displayed by the public in index- 
linked paper was the main drag on 
the bond market, and the rises of last 
Wednesday only partially correct 
this ongoing lag. 

How different the story is regard- 
ing shares! Hie non-batik index ran 
amok last week, with the rises on 
Wednesday being larger than those 
of any single trading day ever. 

This index rose 29.50% in the two 
trading days, led by the investment 
company index, which had per- 
formed terribly hitherto, but which 
zoomed 38.48% last week. Not far 
behind were industrials with an im- 
pressive 31.93% advance, and real 
estate with almost 28%. Worst per- 
formers were the mortgage banks, 
specialized financial institutions and 
insurance companies, with 19.45%, 
18.36% and 16.25%, respectively. 
These figures should be compared to 
the total devaluation of 26% which 
took place from Wednesday. June 
26. until Monday July 1. 

In stark contrast with this drama- 
tic rise, which was for the most part a 
“real" one, the non-bank index 
managed a mere 2.05% gain in the 
whole month of June, while the 
dollar rose almost 20% over the 
month. Many sectors (oils, invest- 
ment, industrials, mortgage banks 


and non-'*arrangement" banks) 
dropped even in nominal terms by 
up to S% . while even those that rose 
did not manage more than 15%. 

Finally, the “arrangement" index 
had a strong June, although the 
17.3% gain in that sector's index was 
not enough to march either the dol- 
lar or the expected -CPI, but it was 
the main cause of the rise of 12.76% 
in the General Share Index, of which 
it comprises over half. But last week, 
the worm turned with a vengeance 
and the “arrangement” index rose 
only by 8.32%. (in fact it fell on 
Thursday) compared to the 30-odd 
per cent of the non-bank index. 

Given the ample publicity 
afforded everyone before the new 
economic plan was finally 
announced, it is perhaps surprising 
that none of the main investment 
areas succeeded in showing an over- 
all gain in real terms over the past 
five weeks. 

What is not surprising, particular- 
ly in the context of the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange, is the tremendous 
volatility displayed by all investment 
vehicles, and how yesterday’s inves- 
tors' darling can turn overnight into 
today's item for dumping in the 
never-ending quest to protect the 
real value of savings against the 
background of a sorely troubled eco- 
nomy. 


French high-tech telephone 
system victim of own success 


PARIS (AP). - France's high- 
technology telephone system, with 
video screens replacing telephone 
directories and giving access to more 
than 1,000 data services, has fallen 
victim of its own success. 

The state-run Post and Telecom- 
munications Office announced last 
week that the trunk data network 
was saturated because of the popu- 
larity of the free terminals, called 
minitels, and their distribution was 
being suspended for two months. 

The minitels. small television 
screens with a keyboard that plug 
into a domestic telephone line, are 
being given free to ail subscribers. 
More than 800,000 Have been issued 
with a target of 1.5 million in service 
this year. 

Initially they replace directories, 
and a few weeks ago, the whole of 
France was linked into the system. 
That meant that with minimal in- 
formation - family name and town - 
a minitel user could find any one of 
the 23 million, subscribers-in France. 
-j!:Q v er* the^ past two • weeks,- the 
Transpac truck' network carrying 
ihinitel traffic between regional cen- 
tres has come under increasing 


strain. “It is not overloaded in abso- 
lute terms, but a software fault has 
led to computers being disonnected 
at peak times,” Transpac. a post 
office subsidiary, announced. 

Some 26,000 companies such as 
airlines, banks and mail order com- 
panies also use Transpac for their 
data exchanges, and they protested 
at increasing breakdowns. 


Consumer council 
to publicize 
lower prices

apartment rents.

- A Tirat Carmel school- 
boy has won the top prize of 
IS50.000 in a nationwide science 
competition organized by the Tech- 
□odea Museum of Science and Tech- 
nology here. 

Ronen Hiyat. 13. won first place 
for his detailed plan for a compute- 
rized robot. Second place went to 
David Semach, 18, of Jerusalem, 
who earned himself IS30.000 for his 
method of explaining the function 
and operation of electric compo- 
nents, using water in containers. 

Third place and a prize of IS20.000 
was awarded to Yehuda Gidron. 15, 
of Tel Aviv, who designed a model 
that explains simply the geometric 
formula for measuring the area of 
circles.

NEW YORK (AP). - In a spate of 
multibillion-doliar'deais American 
corporations have been gobbling up 
each other so fast that legislators in 
Washington are considering trying 
to halt the trend. 

The merger mania has created an 
aggressive new breed of investor and 
a new kind of speculator who gets 
rich from corporate marriages. 

It has a cast of characters that 
includes T. Boone Pickens. Carl 
Icahn and Ivan F. Boeskv, the latter 
of whom reportedly hasmade $150 
million on merger deals and has 
written a book called “Merger Man- 
ia.” 

The trend has produced its own 
vocabularly - “greenmail” for inst- 
ance. or the practice of buying off a 
predatory investor with a’ specially 
high share price, if be will give up his 
takeover plans. 

And it has created concern in 
Congress, where some 20 proposed 
laws to limit takeovers or restrict 
tender offers are being considered. 

Tie series of mega-deals began in 
Juty 1981, when Dupont, the biggest 
American chemical company, 
bought up the Conoco oil company 
for ff7.4 billion. U.S. Steel, the No. 1 
American steel company, followed 
by acquiring Marathon Oil in 
November 1981 for $6.5 billion. 

In September 1983, Santa Fe ac- 
quired Southern Pacific in a huge rail 
merger for $5.2 billion. 

In 1984, the deals came thick and 
fast in the oil industry: Texaco 
bought Getty Oil for $10. lb.; Mobil 
acquired Superior Oil for $5. 7b.; the 
Anglo-Dutch Royal Dutch Shell 
group bid S5.7b. for Shell Oil Co. of 
the U.S.; and in the biggest merger 
deal ever made so far in the U.S.. 
Socal swallowed up Gulf Oil for 
$13.4b. 

In 1985. the trend continues un- 
abated: Hospital Corp. of America 



are the rage in 
U.S. business 


bid $6.6b. for American Hospital 
Supply Co-; Turner Broadcasting 
offered S5.4b. for CBS. one of the 
three big American television net- 
works: and R J. Reynolds, a tobacco 
company, bid S4.9b. for Nabisco, 
one of the biggest American food 
companies. 

General Motors, the largest 
American auto maker, took over 
Hughes Aircraft Company for $5 
billion. 

The reason for each merger deal 
was different. Royal Dutch SbeH 
sought to increase its assets and oil 
reserves in the politically secure 
U.S. by acquiring 100% ownership 
in its 69%-owned American Shell 
Oil subsidiary. 

By acquiring Hughes Aircraft af- 
ter a bidding contest with Ford 
Motor Co. . General Motors gained a 
high-technology foothold in the elec- 
tronic field to meet the onslaught of 
Japanese competition. Analysts 
noted that by 1990 the average car 
would contain about $1 .200 worth of 
electronics and computerware. In 
1984. GM had previously taken over 
Electronic Data Systems, a compu- 
ter service company, for $2.Sb. 

But with some exceptions - U.S. 
Steel buying an oil company to diver- 
sify out of the decaying American 
steel industry, for example, and 


Reynolds purchasing a food com- 
pany to reduce its dependence on 
tobacco sales -analysts note that the 
trend is usually the same. Com- 
panies buy up others in the same 
field. 

The overall trend is thus toward 
ever greater concentration in a par- 
ticular industry - which for most of 
this century has been combatted by 
strict U.S. antitrust laws intended to 
prevent and break up monopolies. 

As Business Week magazine re- 
marked in its July 1 edition, the 
Ronald Reagan Administration's 
“relaxed antitrust policies have oiled 
the takeover market." 

Some Congressmen express alarm 
about the effects of merger mania on 
the American economy. But the 
Wall Street Journal scoffed in an 
editorial that the lawmakers really 
want to “preserve industries and 
jobs in their particular constituen- 
cies." 

What is happening, the financial 
daily said, is what economist Joseph 
Schumpeter called “creative des- 
truction. Capitalism creating new 
structures to meet new market de- 
mands.” 

In this view, the company taking 
over provides more efficient new 
management to the company being 


acquired, and the sharehoidery 
are bought out then have iheir 
money freed to invest elsewhere in 
new and more promising venm&s 
Despite occasional problems and 
abuses, takeovers “are a healfljy 
activity." the journal concluded. „- 

And on closer inspection, the 
trend towards bigness and monopoly 
is not as dearcut as h appears. 

Some companies are deliberately 
stripping themselves of the com- 
panies They acquired in a previous 
wave of raerper mania in thEe 1970s. 
The rage then was conglomeration, 
the creation of supercompanks like 
International Telephone and Tele- 
graph, active in comm uni ca t ions, 
real estate and other unrelated 
fields. In recent years ITT has sold 
off more than SO subsidiary com- 
panies to concentrate on its core 

business of telecommunications. .■ 

Last vear alone. Business Week 
notes. American companies sold off 
900 subsidiaries - S2S billion worth- 
and many of these are the companies 
being acquired by today’s merger 
enthusiasm, who seek to concentrate 
their economic specialties rather 
than dispersing them over roany 
fields. 

The new speculator is known as 
the arbitrageur - he has no intention 
of taking over a company, but simply 
tries to make money by sniffing out 
likely game and buying up its shares 
before" the real takeover specialist 
makes his move and bids up the 
price. 

Ivan Boeskv. perhaps the most 
successful arbitrageur, is estimated to 
have made SlOOm. by baying two 
million shares of Getty Oil and then 
selling them to Texaco at nearly 
double the price he paid. His book is 
a manual on how to fish in these 
troubled financial waters, but he 
wains that "there are no simple 
formulas." 


Tax raids halt Bombay stock trading 


BOMBAY. (Reuter) - Trading on 
the Bombay stock exchange came to 
a halt Thursday when hundreds of 
tax officials stormed the offices of 
brokers in a raid to find untaxed 
money. 

The claiupdown coincided with a 
call in New Delhi by Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi to India's security, 
agents to concentrate on “big fish” 
involved in corruption. 

A spokesman for the country's 
main stock market said some brok- 
ers' offices were sealed by the au- 
thorities. Brokers said the raid could 
last several days while investigators 
studied seized records. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) said 
about 1.000 officials took part in the 
raid, triggering a wave of panic in the 
25-storey building in the heart of 
India's commercial centre. 

Recently Gandhi launched' “op- 
eration ketu,*" named after a Hindu 
demon , to sniff out untaxed cash 
known as black money, which an 
official report said totalled about $31 


billion in 1983/84. 

Brokers said the stock exchange 
raid came after unaccounted money 
fuelled an unprecedented market 
boom, pushing up leading share 
prices by between 25 and 100% since 
February. 

They said liberal economic poli- 
cies announced by the government 
in the March budget also helped the 
boom. 

The stock exchange spokesman 
said the finance ministry last month 
ordered ail stock markets to impose 
stiff margins on every deal involving 
leading shares to curb speculation. 

. Gandhi asked authonties in Delhi 
to spend more time on major corrup- 
tion cases, rather than pursuing pet- 
ty offendeis and called for less poli- 
tical interference in investigations.

Falling prices trigger coffee quota cut 


LONDON (AP). - The amount of 
coffee that producing countries can 
ship under international quotas was 
cut Thursday in response to falling 
prices, the International Coffee 
Organization (ICO) said. 

The ICO said that the export 
quota for the 1984/85 marketing 
year, ending September, had been 
immediately reduced by Z million 
bags of. 132 pounds each to 59.16 
million bags. It was the second cut so 
far this coffee year. 

Under the 75-natiou International 
Coffee Agreement (ICA), the price- 
stabilization treaty run by the ICO. 
the global export quota is raised or 
lowered. at prefixed prices to try to 


keep the market price between $i ;20 
and SI. 40 a pound. 

The quota, distributed among the 
50 exporting member governments 
of the ICO, which together account 
for 99% of all world shipments, was 
originally set at 62 million bags last 
October, when the price was SI. 40. a 
pound. 

On Thursday, the ICO 15-diay 
average indicator price dropped to 
$1.2965 a pound. 

The value of the annual trade fn 
coffee regulated by the ICO is esti- 
mated at S10 billion, making the 
commodity the second most impor- 
tant after crude oil and its product*.

LONDON. - Martina Navratilova, 
with a win sbe called “fee most 
satisfying of my career,” captured 
her fourth successive Wimbledon 
women's singles title by beating 
arch-rival Chns Evert Lloyd 4-6 6-3 
6-2 in the final yesterday. 

Wearing Lloyd down with a re- 
lentless attack, the champion 
avenged a three-set defeat by Lloyd 
in fee French Open final four weeks 
ago and regained fee world No. 1 
ranking she had surrendered in 
Paris. Navratilova's sixth singles title 
here also made her the firt person to 
win four in succession since Helen 
Wills-Moody from 1927 to 1930. 

“That makes it very, very spe- 
cial,” she said. “And never having 
lost a Wimbledon final in six tries, 
well. Tm told that Suzanne Lenglen 
was the only othet person to achieve 
feat.” 

Martina had heard the whispers. 
Beaten in fee Australian Open and 
then a loser in fee French, she knew 
she was under fee tennis microscope 
going into fee championship match. 

“The better you are, fee more you 
have to prove yourself." she said . “I 
lost three matches this year and all of 
a sudden, Fm going downhill.” 

Among fee other players in the 
locker room at the All-England 
dub, Marrina said Lloyd was the 
favourite in their title showdown. 
That's why the victory was so satis- 
fying to her. 

"I was more of an underdog than 
at anytime since fee first rime I 
won,” Navratilova said. “1 had a lot 
at stake, fee No. 1 ranking. Chris 
going for the Grand Sian, losing at 
the French where I thought I could 
win even if I didn't play so well.” 

Navratilova said all those factors 
left her on edge as she approached 
fee match, fee 66fe meeting of her 
career with Lloyd. Now Martina has 
a 34-32 edge. “I was so hyped I 
couldn’t keep the ball in play during 
the warm-up,” she said. 

Navratilova lost the first set but 
Lloyd knew that would not make fee 
remaining two any easier. “She plays 
her best tennis when she’s down,” 
Chris said of her longtime rival. 

Lloyd’s precision baseline game 
gave her an early edge and she 
played splendidly to win fee opening 
set. The turning point of the final 
came when Navratilova broke 




Lloyd's serve in fee fourth game of 
fee second set. 

Lloyd had succeeded in keeping 
Navratilova pinned back on the 
baseline, but the champion then be- 
gan to pressurise her wife her power- 
ful serve and volley game. 

Lloyd’s accuracy no longer looked 
as effective as in the earlier set as 
Navratilova maneuvered her around 
fee court. The left-hander took the 
second set and then broke Lloyd 
again in fee opening game of the 
decider.

RAMAT GAN. - Final prepara- 
tions are in foil swing as the Macca- 
biah “invasion” gets under way 
tomorrow, wife 18 athletes from 
Colombia arriving here as the van- 
guard of fee 3,200 participants from 
38 countries expected for the 12th 
Games.

The teams will again be housed 
according to sports branches and not 
countries, as was also fee case until 
the 1981 Games. The experiment of 
mixing fee overseas athletes - in- 
stead of “isolating" them wife their 
compatriots as in the past - was a 
great success and so is being repe- 
ated. . 

“We found that fee overseas 
sportsmen enjoyed meeting with 
each other and with the Israelis. 
Their mingling together induced a 
great spirit of fellowship. In addi- 
tion. participants in the same sport 
often had more in common with each 
other than wife competitors taking 
part in different events,” explained 
Games press director Zvi Eyal

Israeli deaf go to LA Games

LOS ANGELES. - Israel will field 
strong men's basketball and table 
tennis teams at the XV World 
Games for the Deaf, to be held here 
from July 10 to 20 July. 

They will join some 2,500 sports- 
men and women from 45 countries in 
the largest gathering of deaf athletes 
ever held, and fee first to be run 
entirely by deaf organizers. 

The Israeli contingent will consist 
of 11 basketball players, three table 
tennis players and five officials, and 
is headed by Nissim Zabbar, Presi- 
dent of Qub Sports for the Deaf in 
Israel. The team, which to the dis- 
appointment of games director - 
Carol Biilone will include no 
women, will be welcomed at a Sun- 
day reception at Temple Beth Solo- 
mon of fee Deaf on July 7, co- 
sponsored by Chabad and the 
National Congress of fee Jewish 
Deaf. 

Taking a leaf from last year's 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles, fee 
athletic competitions in 13 sports will 
be complemented by an art festival 
wife nightly entertainment by Span- 
ish, Swiss and American troupes. 
Among the latter will be “Deaf 
Dimensions," an all-Jewish song and 
dance company from Washington, 
D.C.. whose performance is de- 
scribed by Biilone as “not exactly 
silent, not exactly noisy, but de- 
finitely different.” 

. Both Poland and Hungary are 
entering teams of deaf athletes. No 
Arab countries will participate be- 
cause none has ever Joined the Inter-, 
national Federation of Deaf 
Athletes, according to Herb Schrei- 
ber, fee General Chairman for fee 
Los Angeles Games. 

Schreiber estimates feat approx- 


imately 10 per cent of fee United 
States population is either deaf or 
hearing-impaired, most prominently 
President Reagan, who bas suffered 
from partial hearing loss for the past 
40 yeas. Reagan, fee Honorary 
Chairman of fee Games, is prepar- 
ing some television spots for fee 
event, and he may even take part in 
the opening ceremonies. 

Among American Jews, the prop- 
ortion of deaf and hearing-impaired 
also runs to roughly 10 per cent. 
They are even more heavily repre- 
sented among fee activisit deaf lead- 
ers, who are demanding a fair shake 
in employment opportunities, enter- 
tainment facilities and phone com- 
munications for the “invisible com- 
munity” of fee deaf 

Schreiber. whose one-man lob- 
bying campaign brought the Deaf 
Gaines to Los Angeles, is an exam- 
ple of fee new leadership. 

Boro into an Orthodox family in 
Norfolk, Virginia, be became deaf at 
fee age of eight, following a bout of 
spinal meningitis. He prepared for 
his bar-mhzvah wife a Rabbi “who 
forced me to read his Ups,” gradu- 
ated from a regular bigh school, 
worked in fee defence industry dur- 
ing World War II, and has been a 
printer and paste-up artists for fee 
Los Angeles Times for over 30 
years. On the side, he and his wife 
nm a travel agency specialising in 
tours for fee deaf. 

He led one such tour to Israel to 
help celebrate fee country’s 25fe. 
anniversary and relishes the memory 
of dancing a vigorous hora in fee 
streets of Tel Aviv. He is a charter 
member of Temple Beth Solomon 
for fee Deaf and co-founder of fee 
American Athletic Association for 
fee Deaf. 


Aside from having to manage with 
a very modest budget, he foresees no 
insurmountable problems in running 
the games. “In the track and swim- 
ming events we’ll use strobe lights 
instead of starting pistols, but other- 
wise our people are much more 
skilled in picking up body signals 
than hearing people,” Schreiber 
says. 

Thanks to fee same skill, he ex- 
pects fewer linguistic barriers among 
deaf athletes of different nationali- 
ties than at other international 
gatherings. The signing for “Israel,” 
he demonstrated, is to extend fee 
small finger of the right hand for “I.” 
followed by a quick stroking of an 
invisible beard along fee chin. The 
beard stroke denotes a “rabbi” and 
combined wife fee “I," stands for 
“Israel.” (Secularists, take note). 

As their contribution to the 
games, two young hearing women, 
long involved wife the Jewish deaf 
community, have created a striking 
photo-narrative exhibit, entitled “In 
Der Nacht (in the night).” The ex- 
hibit traces the development of the 
Israelite School for the Deaf in Ber- 
lin, considered one of the best in 
pre-Hider Europe, the beginning; of 
the Nazi eugenics programme, and 
the fates of its students and teachers 
as victims or survivors. 

It is planned to show fee exhibit 
next April in New York and during 
next summer at fee Third Worid 
Congress of fee Jewish Deaf in 
Jerusalem. 

The exhibit will also be fee 
starting-point for a film 
documentary, “ From the night." 
which will include some footage 
from fee Games to illustrate the 
revival of community life among the 
Jewish Deaf of the Diaspora.

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The defence burden 

IT IS OBVIOUS already now that effective budget cuts are one 
of the major weak links of the government’s new programme 
for economic stabilization. Resistance by cabinet ministers to 
carry out the necessary cuts in their respective budgets have 
torpedoed less ambitious economic plans before. If this most 
comprehensive and daring attempt, so far, to rescue Israel’s 
economy is to succeed - and succeed it must - effective budget 
cuts will have to be implemented in real terms across the board. 

This most difficult task cannot be carried out without taking a 
second, bard, look at the defence budget. The additional cuts of 
$50m. in Defence Ministry spending that were decided during 
last Sunday's all-night marathon cabinet session will not suffice, 
even if one takes into account earlier defence budget cuts. 

One can understand Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s grave 
concern over the already reduced strength of the IDFs 
first-line combat units which he voiced yesterday when addres- 
sing the United Kibbutz Movement convention. He went as far 
as comparing the pared down state of Israel's battle-ready 
infantry and armoured contingents and the reduced heavy 
ammunition stores to the conditions that prevailed on the eve of 
the 1973 Yom Kippur war. 

There is no question that the savings and cut-backs which the ■ 
IDF has already introduced are likely to have an effect on its 
combat readiness. But in an enormous organization such as the 
defence establishment, whose local-currency budget is as big as 
the entire civilian budget, excluding debt servicing and transfer 
payments, additional savings should be possible. 

Israel's standing army includes a huge body of officers who 
receive salaries equivalent to those of fairly senior civil 
servants, in addition to numerous benefits which civilians do 
not get. In part, they will be less hurt by the new economic 
measures because they are entitled to various services which 
the army provides. These include the free use of their cars, also 
during their time off, laundry and food in their respective 
camps, and free medical and dental services for their families. 

It is tnxe that the army has to provide these services in order 
to attract the best men to a military Career. This is certainly 
justified in the case of combat officers and pilots who risk their 
lives practically every day. But there should still be enough fat 
to trim, involving large-scale savings, particularly in the case of 
officers and N.C.O’s who serve in the centre of towns, often 
close to their families. 

Further cuts in the defence budget must involve a painful 
process. It would be unfair to burden Mr. Rabin alone with this 
most daunting task. In a cabinet which comprises three former 
chiefs of the general staff, including Mr. Rabin himself, and 
four former defence ministers, including Prime Minister Peres, 
it should not be difficult to form a top-level committee which 
will have the nation's .fullest confidence in the carrying out of 
such a sensitive political and military decision. 

Perhaps, under present circumstances, it may also be neces- 
sary to have a second or third look at the ambitious Lavi 
project. For the continuous, total economic dependence on the 
U.S. if entails will have an even worse effect on Israel’s political 
and military independence, than trying to plan, together with 
Washington, the needs of the Israel Air Force for most 
sophisticated fighter aircraft towards the turn of the century. 

Additional defence cuts will primarily be a political decision. 
But both from the political and military-strategic point of views 
the rime seems propitious. Israel is at peace with Egypt, its long 
border with Jordan has been peaceful for a long time, and the 
IDF is finally out of Lebanon. The real threat at this stage is 
from belligerent Syria, but it stands alone among Israel’s 
immediate neighbours. 

The need to reduce the nation's defence spending should 
serve as further justification to revive the peace process in 
earnest.

^ THE LAND LOBSTER, a 
unique stick insect that 
once inhabited Lord Howe 
Island, eastern Australia, has been 
declared extinct and rats were 
blamed for its demise. 

“It has gone. I'll stake my reputa- 
tion on it. "said UniversityofSydney 
entomologist Dr. Woody Homing. 

The last known specimen of land 
lobster was found alive in the 1930s. 
said Homing, announcing the de- 
mise of the species Dryococoelus 
Australis at the annual conference of 
the Entomological Society of New 
Zealand recently. 

A photograph of a dead female 
appeared about 20 years ago, but 
extensive searches since then have 
found no trace of the dark-coloured 
10 centimetre insect. 

Horning said he believes the spe- 
cies was exterminated by rats from 
the wreck of a ship which sank near 
Lord Howe Island in 191 8. 

^ THE 1815 BATTLE of 
Waterloo. French Emper- 
or Napoleon's decisive de- 
feat at the hands of Britain's Duke of 
Wellington, was fought all over 
again on June lb, much to the delight 
of the French and British alike. 

Some 600 soldiers, all in historic 
battle dress and equipped with 
bayonets and cannon, re-enacted 
Napoleon's final stand in the same 
fields just south of Brussels where 
170 years ago more than 150.000 
men from all over Europe fought the 
battle. 

More than 30,000 enthusiastic 
spectators, including large French 
and British groups, watched the 
mock battle, limited to a two-hour 
friendly skirmish which ended in 
time for lunch, organizers said. 

During the historic nine-hour bat- 
tle 47.000 people were killed. The 
British, French. Swiss and Belgian 
groups enacting the scene this time 
themselves used bl^nk cartridges. 

The festivities for the 170th 
anniversary of the battle also in- 
cluded several military parades, an 
exhibition and market of old 
weapons and a mass. Annually, 
some 600,000 tourists visit the fields 
and the memorial in the city of 
10.000. 

^ Wanting to know the itiner- 
ary of Neville Wran, presi- 
dent of the Australian 
Labour Party and premier of the 
state of New South Wales who was 
visiting Israel recently, our reporter 
called the most obvious source - the' 
Australian Embassy. She was told to 
ask the Protocol Department of the 


Foreign Ministry, which was hand- 
ling the visit. 

“It’s not us," they said at the 
Protocol Department. “We’re busy 
with (President) Mobutu.

^ AN INSTANT heart- 
disease relief pill, a cata- 
pult for mountaineers to 
fix ropes to high rocks and a “magic 
lens” were among exhibits from Chi- 
na at its first visit to an international 
invention fair. 

About 1,000 inventors from 22 
countries, including China, took 
pan in Geneva’s International In- 
vention Exhibition recently. 

Items on show included a table 
which never wobbles, an anti- 
migraine pillow and a talking tooth 
brush which gives advice while you 
brush. 

China, whose ancient inventions 
included gun-powder and the com- 
pass, made its debut on the interna- 
tional invention scene with such 
gadgets as the “u agic lens," which 
fixed to a norma' camera lens pro- 
duces kaleidoscoi tie effects. 

Among China's 19 exhibits were a 
fluid to prevent hot baths or showers 
from fogging ba\hroom mirrors, and 
three-dimensional graphics of the 
electromagnetic field which appear 
when s pedal glasses as are worn. 

JERUSALEMITES will 
be pleased to know that 
despite certain difficulties, 
the Israel Netherlands Committee 
has vowed to continue to send 
100,000 flower bulbs each year to 
brighten Israel’s capital. 

Some time ago it was discovered 
that 250,000 guilders ($80,000) had 
been embezzled by the organiza- 
tion's honorary treasurer. 

The man has resigned from the 
committee, was arrested and has 
confessed. It is very doubtful, 
however, whether money can be 
retrieved. 

But the committee insists that 
most of its activities'will go on. The 
flower bulbs, all 100,000 of them, 
will continue to be sent to Jeru- 
salem./!!. £. 


THE PROBLEMS faced by modern 
Orthodox women in Jewish life to- 
day are conspicuous by their absence 
from the scheduled deliberations of 
prominent rabbis meeting in Jeru- 
salem this week. 

The jubilee convention of the 
Orthodox Rabbinical Council of 
America may only highlight two ma- 
jor issues that leaders of religious 
JewTv have been unable or unwilling 
to cope with adequately: the reli- 
gious dimension of the State of Israel 
and religious expression of obser- 
vant Jewish women. This will leave 
important questions unanswered for 
those who accept the traditional au- 
thority of Halacha as prescribed by 
leading talmudic scholars and rab- 
bis. 

. Yeshiva University’s Rabbinical 
Seminary, where most of these rab- 
bis are ordained, embodies the 
ideals of modern Orthodox Judaism 
and trains rabbis who serve in com- 
munities throughout the U.S. They 
are taught academic subjects along 
with Talmud and rabbinical respon- 
se their philosophical outlook and 
outward appearance are modem - 
they are mostly clean-shaven and 
they adhere faithfully to Jewish 
ritual practice. 

Though many of these rabbis pro- 
fess pro-Zionist ideologies, they 
often hesitate to pray for the welfare 
of Israel in the words’ set down by the 
Chief Rabbinate: “...the beginning 
of the dawn of our redemption.." 
The military service required for 
Israel's defence is a subject that 
causes them discomfort, and they 
usually avoid direct commitment to 
living in Israel - their children, in- 
cluded. 

Their main strength has lain in 


their ability to confront modernity 
while retaining finn religious convic- 
tions and ties. Until. ..the issue of 
women within Orthodox ranks blew 
up after ticking away like a time- 
bomb during the last decade or so. 

ORTHODOX WOMEN have 
formed prayer groups, usually meet- 
ing once a month on a Shabbat. 
Among them are many with, 
academic backgrounds in both secu- 
lar subjects and advanced Judaic 
studies. They are modern, yet strict- 
ly adhere to Jewish religious prac- 
tice. 

Prayer group participants have 
been careful not to oveistep bound- 
ary lines drawn by the accepted Tora 
authorities, but their anger and re- 
sentment flared recently when rab- 
bis considered representatives of 
modern Orthodoxy published a 
statement condemning their groups. 
They were declared to be dangerous 
violations of the true spirit of 
Halacha. “a total and very apparent 
deviation from tradition., an imita- 
tion of the gentiles, since these cus- 
toms are coming from the movement 
for the emancipation of women." 

This was an unwarranted invalida- 
tion of the women's modest efforts 
to create opportunities for religious 
expression. The rabbis statement led 
to open crossfire, which makes the 
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women's present silence seem like a 
lull in the battle, as each side re- 
builds and stubbornly reinforces its 
own position. 

The scholarly women who head 
the “Tfilla Network.** which unites 
more than 10 such groups on the 
U.S. East Coast alone, have claimed 
that improved educational opportu- 
nities have made sitting passively 
behind a mehitza unsuitable for 
women ready to assume a more 
active role in Jewish life. They feel 
that the broad neglect of their legiti- 
mate religious strivings may con- 
tinue to alienate those women who 
identify themselves as belonging to 
the ranks of Orthodox Jewry. 

HERE IN Israel, there are those 
who say that participation in synago- 
gue worship is a Diaspora issue be- 
cause outside of Israel it is the main 
focus of Jewish communal life. This 
position is considered highly ques- 
tionable by others who say that 
prayer and Tora reading can hardly 
be expected to become minor 
aspects of Jewish religious practice. 

As a matter of fact, hakafot on 
Simhat Tora have been, held for 
Orthodox women in a number of 
places in Jerusalem in recent years 
and interest in prayer has grown 
among Israeli women. However, the 
manner in which the mehitza has 


been placed at the Western Wall 
gives larger-than-life testimony to 
the prevailing lack of sensitivity to 
and neglect of the basic needs and 
rights of observant women. 

Without arguing about whether 
treating a holy site as a synagogue is 
suitable, one can see that options 
which would allow women at least to 
be dignified spectators and would 
make it possible for them to bear the 
Tora reading are available. A cen- 
tral section for men at the Western 
Wall, flanked on each side by a 
women's section or even two parallel 
sections for men-women-men- 
wornen would mean an improve- 
ment over the present arrangement, 
in which a mother attending her own 
son's barmiizva must peer at him 
through the cracks in the partition 
and strain her ears to hear him 
reciting the blessings. 

THE MARRIAGE’ and divorce 
issue, likewise, concerns Jewish 
women - and men - everywhere. 
The widely-esteemed Rabbi Y. 
Weinberg of Switzerland, of blessed 
memory, encouraged Rabbi Eliezer 
Berkovits. former head of a 
Chicago -are a yeshiva and now of 
Jerusalem, to seek a possible solu- 
tion to the tragedy of the aguna 
(abandoned wife). Criticized for this 
by his peers in the name of some 


brand of religious jaety, Weinbeig 
asked - “to let time, decide the 
validity of such mallets.” Rabbi Ber- 
koyitz was thus left bokfing his solu- 
tion and has courageously stood by 
it, to no avail, so far. 

Modernity, the free spirit ofW est- 
ers culture and the spread of the 
percussive society necessitated a re- 
treat in some areas far the sake of 
Jewish self-preservation. “The more 
restrictions, the better you are as .a 
Jew.** may. however, stunt a more 
full expression of Jewish life made 
possible by the existence of a Jewish 
state and increased educational 
opportunities for women. 

The time has come when indi- 
vidual piety may only play a secon- 
darv role, as the’ great moral ideas of 
Tora and the society envisioned by 
the prophets tor the people of Israel 
are realized! 

Committed Jewish women every- 
where anticipate courageous study 
and interpretation by their rabbis 
and leaders regarding their parti- 
cipation in Jewish life in its manifold 
manifestations. 

Unfortunately, it seems the con- 
cerns of Orthodox women will not be 
discussed at the American rabbinical 
convention this week in Jerusalem. 
Tins does not minimize the need for 
a gathering convened specifically lo 
explore what Halacha says about the 
vital issues confronting Jewish 
women who strive to strengthen the 
divine presence of Shekhina in Jeni- 
salem and to behold Tora coming 
forth from Zion.

She chairs the 
committee of the International Confer, 
ence on Halacha and the Jewish Women 
to meet next year in Jerusalem. 
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THE RUMORS had been flying for 
weeks: thousands of Ethiopian Jews 
were secretly being flown to Israel by 
way of Sudan. The news first 
reached me by telephone from Los 
Angeles, but it was known by every- 
one I mentioned it to in Israel. 

So we wondered, would they 
come to our absorption centre? 
There are some 200 units here, one- 
third of them empty. And although 
this absorption centre at Mevasseret 
Zion has of late developed into a 
place for Western professional olim, 
potential olim were not being 
booked in large numbers. 

No definite answers to the 
rumours were available. For weeks, 
the staff would not openly discuss 
the issue. Suddenly, one Wednesday 
in January, we hear: about 30 Ethio- 
pian families were expected to arrive 
the next day. Get ready. In the end, 
the staff also had very short notice. 

I had not been to ulpan that morn- 
ing, since one of our children was at 
home sick. When I went out briefly 
to check the mail and report in to our 
ulpan teacher, I found the office area 
a hob of excitement and activity. I 
learned of the expected arrival, and 
that ulpan had been cancelled for the 
day. My aid as a volunteer was 
requested. 

“What would you want me to 


“Help out with whatever is neces- 
sary with one family that will move in 
across the street from you.” 

“Sure. What needs to be done for 
them?” 

“We don't know yet. We expect to 
be briefed by the staff later on.” 

And so it went. Veteran olim 
families (some arrived only two 
weeks before the Ethiopians, some 
several months or more) from North 
and South America, England, 
France. Holland, each volunteered to 
“adopt” a new Ethiopian family. 
Three English olim became the 
directors of the volunteer olim and 
served as liaison between the cen- 
tre’s staff and residents. 

THE NEWCOMERS did not 
actually arrive until I p.m. on Fri- 
day, three hours before Shabbat. 
Meanwhile, the absorption centre 
continued to be a beehive of activity. 
Posters, signs and banners were 
made and hung welcoming the Jews 
of Ethiopia, in Hebrew, with a 
Magen David. The assigned apart- 
ments were readied, food and do- 
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thing assembled, and a group of 
social workers, experienced in work- 
ing with Ethiopian immigrants in 
Krryat Arba. arrived to offer advice 
to staff and volunteers. 

The excitement continued and 
confusion also. Of course we wel- 
come newcomers with food: no, no! 
It would be dangerous for them to be 
given our food right away. Of 
course, we go to visit them: no! It 
might be dangerous for us to be 
exposed until after they complete 
the medical tests. And so on. 

In fact, my ulpan did not start 
again for a whole week after the 
arrival, as so many of my classmates 
were directly involved in the volun- 
teer organization. I do not think I 
will ever forget the excitement and 
the emotions of the actual arrival. 
Two buses pulled up to the office 
area. Waiting to greet them (for a 
yeyy long time .already) were the 
centre staff, many.. residents - 
women and small babies, men, chil- 
dren - the nursery school children 
and their teachers were there too, 
waving Israeli flags, and reporters, 
and photographers. Everyone was 


happy and excited; we felt we were 
present at history in the making. The 
children were singing: “Shalom 
Aleichem” - but it really wasn’t loud 
enough to be heard. And somehow, 
the mood quieted to one of hesita- 
tion. Those outside the buses looked 
at the Ethiopian Jews, who looked 
out at us from inside. 

No one was sure what would be 
the appropriate thing to do. I believe 
1 was not the only one who felt a bit 
awed by the experience. This was 
one of our main reasons for moving 
to Israel: a homecoming for all Jews. 
That commitment, which is some- 
times forgotten in the rush of daily 
life,, was renewed. And I realized, 
that, as difficult as it was for our 
family to leave relatives, friends, our 
house of many years, those difficul- 
ties were superficial compared to the 
trials and dangers and losses suffered 
by the Jews of Ethiopia... those now 
arriving. 

NOTHING official happened. The 
tension increased. Slowly, we began 
to wave to the newcomers and were 
instantly rewarded with enthusiastic 
smiles and waves back. 


Then they were led off the buses, 
one at a time, all ages from infants to 
elderly. Some looked very healthy 
and vigorous, others were visibly ill 
and needed to be helped. A few 
veteran olim and members of the 
staff stepped forward to lend a hand 
or carry children, and the photo- 
graphers were immediately drawn to 
the contrasting colours of the scene. 

Many, of the welcoroers were 
crying. The newcomers appeared 
either very happy or slightly dazed. 
They proceeded through groups of 
we I coiners and photographers into 
the meeting hall. All had been issued 
dothing in Ashkelon and were dres- 
sed alike, track suits, jogging shoes, 
heavy jacket with documents pinned 
to the chest. Most had towels over 
their heads to protect them from the 
unaccustomed cold. It was difficult 
to tell the men from the women, the 
girls from the boys. 

After some orientation from the 
centre staff, with the help of an 
Ambaric-speaking translator each 
family was taken to its apartment 
with a guide to introduce them to 
their new surroundings. The begin- 
ning of their new life in Israel 
marked the beginning of a new life 
for us all at the absorption centre.

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BIAS AND SOVIET ALIYA

Sir, - This letter is in reply to the 
letter of June 20 of Robert L. 

. Israeloff, President of Hias, in refer- 
ence to my op-ed article of May 15. 

The indignation of the President 
of HIAS is quite understandable; 
apparently, I touched a raw nerve. It 
was never my attention to insult 
American Jewry whose magnificent 
work on behalf of the State of Israel 
is known to all. A critical position in 
one area certainly does not and 
should not spill over to other areas. 

The issue of Russian Jewry is in a 
very special category, and requires 
American Jewish leaders to come 
dean, in order for an honest evalua- . 
tion of the differences between them 
and the Israeli leadership. 

Different standards were indeed 
applied to Ethiopians, and they did 
not benefit from “freedom of 
choice,” Eke their Soviet brethren. 
It is all very well to say that they 
wanted to come on aiiya and HIAS 
has helped them, which is very 
touching. The fret remains that they 
were never given the option, they 
were never polled, they were never 
made aware that “freedom of 
choice” was theirs for the asking. 
The Ethiopians gave HIAS an 
opportunity to show how much they 
are for aiiya. Is it asking too much for 
HIAS to show the same generosity 
of spirit in the case of Russian Jews? 
The real point was that “freedom of 
choice” is selectively applied. 

The President of HLAS suggests 
that Soviet Jews who wish to go to 
Israel are encouraged to do so. That 
is really a bit far-fetched, inasmuch 
as HIAS does not see those Jews 
who wish to go to Israel; and it would 
be stretching credulity a bit far to 
accept that they work against their 
obvious self-interest. 

The assertion that HIAS supports 
direct flights to Israel, and therefore 
is for aiiya is patent nonsense. To 
support something that cannot and 
will not happen is to support no- 
thing. 


My comments with regard to the 
Soviet leadership, and their being 
able to use the Israeli immigration 
visa, or rather misuse it, as an issue 
in no way conflicts with or contra- 
dicts their economic interests and 
the various political trade-offs be- 
tween East and West" The interests 
of the Soviet Union are multi- 
tracked, and may be juggled about 
to suit the expediencies of the mo- 
ment. But that does not suggest that 
each track is not of importance or 
purpose. 

Possession of an immigrant visata 
Israel would normally be a bar to a 
plea for refugee status. In fact such 
an application would not even be 
received for processing. That is cor- 
rect immigration law. Furthermore, 
Israel is the only country whose 
immigration visas are not honoured 
at refugee processing centres where 
Russian Jews appear, and with the 
aid of HIAS, apply for refugee sta- 
tus. They claim that they were not 
offered “freedom of choice," that 
the Israeli immigration visas were 
literally forced on them, and the 
U.S. government should make be- 
lieve that they have nowhere to go. 
This exception is applied only in the 
instance of Soviet Jews with Israeli 
immigration visas. And, I submit 
that this is very much an affront to 
the dignity and sovereignty of the 
State of Israel. Incidentally, there 
was nothing in my article which 
suggested that an immigration visa 
confers citizenship; it simply re- 
moves an individual from considera- 
tion as a refugee, for he now has a 
country where he can go to reside 
permanently. 

The President of HIAS errs when 
he refers to the imputation of evil 
motives. ■ However, misdirected 
gpodness comes dose to having a 
similar effect, and it is well known . 
that, “the road to hell is paved with 
good intentions. ’’

All I know is 
that, during the period from about 
1928 to 1935 when there was an ‘ 
excess of fluoride in the water in the 
town I grew up in (Windhoek, South 
West Africa), not one, not six, not 
60, but every child bad yellow-brown 
discoloration which was only then 
discovered to be caused by the ex- 
cess of fluoride. I still have it- and so 
have all my contemporaries. Some 
of the girls were even recapped. 

If anybody is talking nonsense 
about this particular matter, it is Dr. 
Breakstone. It is not rare textbook 
material - it is a fact.

otologists. In his’ work, be first con- 
firmed the absence of any adverse 
effects from proper usage of fluoride 
and then proved its value in baiting 
the progress of otosclerosis, which 
usually is first noticed in late teens, 
but may show itself much earlier and, 
having been diagnosed, grinds on 
slowly but surely to profound deaf- 
ness. Treatment in the mid-SO’s was 

■ either the use of a hearing aid which , 
of course, did nothing to stop the 
progress of the disease, or finally 
surgery called stapedectomy which 
became -standard for this type of 
deafness. The results were in general 
most satisfactory and otologists 
made considerable sums of money 
from the. procedure. 

Then along came Professor Sham- 
baugh and showed that fluoride 
could halt the progress of the disease 
if treated early enough and if it was 
continued indefinitely. This was ori- 
ginally in the younger 20 - 30 -age 
group. And since it seemed to occur 
in womeo more than in men, it 
followed that the children of women ~ 
who developed otosclerosis were 
given fluoride also since it appeared 
to be passed on to children only from 
the mothers. The drop in the need 
for stapedectomies became very no- 
ticeable and it is my personal feeling 
that the drop in the occurrence of 
otosclerosis is probably, in part, due 
to giving young children fluorides for 
the care of their teeth, and which has 
as the side advantageous effect of 
preventing the occurrence or prog- 
ress of a familial tendency to otosc-
